They have rejected the counsel to apply 
eye salve to their eyes that they nrght see, and there’ 
they are, “ Laodiceans” in all their fullness: Ard 
why this sad result 1 For yc were not alw ays thus. 
Then why is this I Simply because ye did not walk 
in tlie light while ye had it,” therefore darkness has 
come upon you ; you were afraid of the light of the 
spirit of God, and w hen it,bcgan to shine out more 
clearly after tlie “ Seventh Month” disappointment, 
you began to cry out “ Spiritualism !” and, “ He’s 
a “ Spiritualizer !” just as though there was some¬ 
thing horrible in one being possessed of a little Spi¬ 
ritual light, “Mysticism,” “Fanciful interpreta¬ 
tions!!’ - flic, Air.

It is not iny pur¬ 
pose to adduce any chronological evidence in sup¬ 
port of this point at this time.

There is however one evidence of another kind

myself, to make a statement of the past, and the 
present. When I embraced the advent doctrine, 
and engaged in that movement; I did it with an 
honest heart. I did it with an honest and full con¬ 
viction that the arrival of the specified time, would 
realize the anticipated eveht. I endeavored to move 
according to tlie best light I could obtain, and 
eventually went forth as a public teacher under a 
solemn and deep sense of duty. On that principle 
I have labored to act, guided by that sense through 
all of the changes which have taken place up to the 
present time. This has not been done without im¬ 
perfections: 0 nay indeed! I see many, and deeply 
deplore them, and fervently pray that you may 
survey them with a lenient eye. 

When I engaged in that movement, I continued 
to cherish the same natural views relative to the 
manner of Christ’s appearing, which I had imbibed 
in my youth. I say natural views, because they 
were received through the medium of the natural 
eensee unaided by the Spirit of God, Hence they 
were natural, and not spiritual. And the Apostle 
has said, “The natural man (or mind) receiveth 
net the things of the 8pirit of God; for they are 
*iltlahn*ss unto him; wither can he know them , 
beam* they art eptrituatty discerned* 1 Cor. 2: 
19. Here is the secret: Hie coming of Christ, be¬ 
ing one of “the things of the spirit of God;,’ and 


not having the letters before me : However this w as 
tlie idea. And from some facts which I will here 
name, I conclude that the editors of Advent papers 
regarded it as the truth. It w as published in the 
»• Advent Herald” at Boston and a part, or all of it 
copied into tlie so called “Voice of Truth,” and 
also in the “ Day Dawn.” It was in Ihe latter pa¬ 
per that I saw a portion of it, and read the senti¬ 
ment already quoted. Tlie editor (0. R. L. C.) 
spoke of it in big terms, and regretted much that 
he bad not space for the whole letter.—The tenor 
of which seemed to bo castigation.

/ What a state this is for men, who profess! 
r to b« in daily expectation of being translated from 
earth to the immediate presence of God. How ap¬ 
plicable to them is the language of the Prophet, 
V Woe unto you that desire the day of the Lord j/ 


that in which He had said it should come. Well 
so it is. “ The wisdom of God is foolishness with 
men!” and vice versa; the wisdom of men is fool¬ 
ishness with God !! ^ 

But where is the great mass of the Advent people? 

I will answer this question in the language of Wil¬ 
liam Miller, the great champion of that movement. 

“They arc more like devils incarnate, than like 
Christians.” Perhaps I have not tlie same arrange¬ 
ment of words that lie had, os I quote from memory^ Jary there spoken of. There can be uo disputo that 


should take place at the close of those days, viz : 
the cleansing of the sanctuary. The sanctuary here if 
alluded to, was evidently the temple and its appen¬ 
dages. That this is the case seems evident from 
tlie fact that Daniel w as so well acquainted with it, \ 
oud its cleansing, that he made no enquiries of tha 
Angel reacting it. This he doubtless would 
have done had he not been familiar with it. But 
lie woll knew r that the temple, especially the laoly , 
inner apartments was tlie Sanctuary where God 
dwelt with his typical people while they were faith¬ 
ful, and he also knew' that, that Sanctuary was an¬ 
nually cleansed on the tenth day of the seventh 
Month. Hence as he was perfectly conversant 
with these facts, he needed to make no enquiries 
respecting them. There is another tact l will name 
which proves the temple to have been the Sanctu- 


those days extend to the day of judgment; noMbe,#- ^ 
cleansing of that Sanctuary pertmus to the workof 
judgment. The tenth day of the seventh Month \ 
waa not merely a day for the cleansing of tlie Sanc¬ 
tuary, but it was also a day of Judgment to Israel. 

On that day, as may be seen by comparing the 28th 
of Ez. with the 16t)i of Lev. tlie High Priest “ Lore 
the judgment of the children of Itrael upon Kit heart 
before the Lord continually ” “ in the breastplate of 
judgment which lie roust always wear when he 
went into tha most holy place to make an atone¬ 
ment for Israel. This was their day of judgmeut, a 
day itrwhich they were cleansed from all the sins 
of the previous year, a day in which the most holy 
place was cleansed, and the sins of all Israel were 
placed upon the head of the scape-goat and sent ctf 
into the wilderness, or land of separation.

This work clearly prefigured the work which 
our Great High Priest waa to perform, when he 
cutered upon tho work of cleaueing the “ sanctu¬ 
ary and the true tabernacle which tho Lord 
pitched and not man.'* The question now aris¬ 
es, what is this sanctuary and true tabernacle, 
of which the other was a type! We will let the 
Vpostle Paul answer this question. After show- 
uig shat Moses was faithful as a servant in all 
his house—that house or tabernacle which was 
pitched by man as a shadow of the true—he then 
says, •* But Christ as a son over his own house; 
whose house are we, if we hold fast the confid¬ 
ence and the rejoicing of the ho^e firm unto the 
end.” Heb. 3: 6. “Now therefore ye aro no 
more strangers and foreigners, but fellow citizens 
with the saints, and of the household of God; and 
are built upon the foundation of the Apostles and 
prophets, Jesus Christ himself being the chief 
corner stone, in whom all the building fitly fram¬ 
ed together groweth unto a holy temple in the 
Lord. In whom ye also are builded together for 
a habitation of Gad through the Spirit.” Eph. 3: 
19-22. See also 1 Cor 3; 16, 17; and 6:19; 2 Cor. 
6: 16; and 13: 5. These evidences demonstrate 
to a certainty that the people of God are his tem¬ 
ple in the antitype. The last one cited teaches 
us, that if we do not belong to this temple, or 
have not Christ in us, which is the same thing, 

\ we are reprobates. Why Paul you are a “spirit 
ualizer!” You will make our Advent brethren 
all reprobates, else make thorn acknowledge that 
' Christ has come in them; and this many of 'them 
have been fighting as “ Antichrist!** 

There is one or two more evidences which I 
will cite before leaving this point: 1 Pet.2: 4,5; 
“ To whom coming as unto a living stone, disal- 
/ lowed indeed of men, but chosen of God, and pre- 

( cious; ye also as living stones, are built up a spir¬ 
itual house* a holy priesthood, to offer up spiritual 
sacrifices acceptable to God by Jesus Christ.” 
Rev. 3: 12; “ Him that ovcrcometh will I make 
< a pillar in the temple of my God, and he shall go 
1 no more out.” Uuery; will the saints be pillars 
in a temple composed of literal stones and walls! 
Or is Jesus Christ a suitable foundation to build 
a temple of inanimate stones and walls upon! 
Here again is some of the wisdom of men ! But 
little simple children can understand it. Christ 
a lively stone is laid in Zion, the chief corner 
Stone for this temple; (and “other foundation can 
no man lay than that is laid, which is Jesus 
Christ;”) and we by coming ao him, and taking 
up the cross which ho bore, and bearing it daily 
after him, also become lively stones, and are then 
built up a spiritual house on this living spiritual 
foundation. Here let it be observed, that, if there 
is any other house, or temple, aside from this 
spiritual bouse, It has no foundation on which to 
rest except the sand. I know that the wisdom 
of men can speculate about their splendid, “ fan¬ 
ciful, v ether i&l, sir castles and cities, up yonder 
'among the stars; and talk largely about an aper 
ture in the heavens, which they suppose their - 
“ oppositions of science falsely so called” has en¬ 
abled them to discover, and through which the

And here he was destitute of all> 
power to retrace his steps, or to regain what he ! 
had lost. Hence it became necessary for God j 
“to send his own Hon in the likeness of sinful (

of sinful flesh, of necessity he possessed all those 
propensities aud passions, which pertain to man 
in his fallen stale. This is clearly prored by the, 
fact, that “ He was in all points tempted like as^ 
we are, yet without sin.” Heb. 4: 15. For cer*^ 
tain it is, that had lie not the same propensities 
and passions, he never could have boen “in all 
points templed like at tec are. v The principle of 
goodness can never be tempted by its opposite to 
do evil: no more can the principle of evil ever be 
induced to pursue a righteous course of action. 
They are perfectly opposite in their nature, and 
made of oppositons, and can never be tempted by 
each other. They are perfect enemies, and ever 
have boen. They have long been at war, and 
that war must continue till all evil is utterly ex¬ 
terminated. 

In order to understand this point the better, let 
us briefly consider the state that Adam was in 
before he fell, and the one he was in after his 
fall. The Apostle, in 1 Cor. 15: in speaking of 
him as he was made, which of course was before 
he fell, calls him a “natural man”—“The first 
man of the earth, earthy,” &c. Thus although 
ho was created upright, ho was merely a natural 
man, and of the earth, earthy. He had alt the 
propensities belonging to man in a natural and 
innocent state. And had he observed that law 
which was given to regulate him, he might have 
remaiued in that innocent state; until the time 
had arrived for him to have been exalted to that 
perfect state, which was in reserve for him, when 
his obedience should have been sufficietly tested. 
The first, and great cardinal point in that law7 
was this: “And God blessed them, and God said 
unto them, “Be fruitful, and multiply, and replen-f 
ish the earth, and subdue it.” This law was de-' 
signed to regulate the strongest passions in the 
natural man: namely, those which led to the in¬ 
tercourse of the sexes. It was the evident de¬ 
sign of this law to restrict that intercourse to the 


Having seen the state in which man was crea¬ 
ted, Iris fall, and the state in which he. was left 
by the fall; also having seen that Jesus Christ 
came possessed of the the same “sinful flctli” that 
man possesses in Iris fallen state, we are now 
prepared to trace him through the work of regen¬ 
eration, and to learn how the foundation of that 
temple was laid. As already stated the Apostle 
assures us, that “ He was in all points tempted 
like as we are, yet without sin.” Here is the 
secret, instead of yielding to any of tho*e temp¬ 
tations, or gratifying any of hi? propensities, he 
bore a daily cross of self denial, and crucified that 
sinful flesh with its affections and lu^ts. He not 
only continued this work till lie had regained 
what Adam had lost, but he went t-tiil further. J 
Had it been his design-only to have restored man 
to the state that Adam was in previous to his 
fall, he would doubtless have married a wife, and 
propagated an offspring, according to the law 
given to Adam. lie might also have acknowl- j 
edged his mother and his brethren, when it was 
told him that they desired to sec him, instead of 
rejecting that principle of fleshly relationship, 
and pointing them to something more pure and 
exalted. It was those, and those only, who did j 
the will of his Father, that he could acknowledge / 
as Iris brethren and sisters. This was the prin- \ 
ciple of relationship which was to prevail among 
the peaceful subjects of his kingdom, lienee 
there must be a forsaking of all other ties of reia- , 
tionship. 

Not only the sinful flesh has to be crucified, and 
put to death, but also the natural which Adam 
.had before he fell. It was consistent with Ad¬ 
am’s state before he fell to recognize the princi¬ 
ple of earthly relation, but was not consistent 
with the mission of Christ. This shows that lie 
came to introduce a more exalted state than that. 
The flesh and blood relation, and the flesh and 
blood affections, might exist there, but could not 
exist in his kingdom. They must be born again

Again he said “The 
Prince of this world cometh, and hath nothing in 
me;” John 14: 510. Here we learn that Jesus 
Christ conquered the world. Hut what world! 
Surely not that which Alexander conquered! 
Nay verily! But that world of “sinful flesh" 
which he was sent in the likeness of. The cor¬ 
ruptions and abominations which exist among 
men of whatever name or grade, are but the em- 
bodyment of what exists in the “sinful flesh” of 
fallen man. “ For from within out cf the heart 
of men. proceed evil thoughts, adulteries, fornica¬ 
tions, murders, thefts, covetuousncss.an evil eye, 
blaspho ny, pride, foolishness: all these evil things 
come from within, and defile the man; Mark 7: 
81-23. “From whence come wars and fightings 
among men! Come they not hence, even of your 
lusts that war in your members!” Js. 4: 1. 
These evidences furnish proof sufficiently clear 
to show, that the fount&in from whenco issue 
for h so many polluted streams of corruption, has 
its seat in mane tinfulJletK. Now, as “ God sent 
hie own Son in the likeness of sinful flesh, and for 
•in, condemned sin in the flesh, it follows that he 
had this corrupt fountain in himself; but instead 
qf permitting any streams of corruption to flow 
from that fountain, we see him engaged in its ex¬ 
termination. In this work he succeeded, and 
thus overcame the world, and completed the work 
of regeneration. Thus the foundation of tho tem¬ 
ple was laid, and the way made plain, by which 
fallen man could regain wbat he had lost; but not

Here we find the first temple, possessed of one 
heart and one soul t having been “ baptized by the 
one spirit into the one body; and reared upon the 
only foundation ever laid for that temple to stand 
upon. But the time not having arrived for the 
kingdom of God to be permanently established; 
also, the typical work not being completed, there 
must be a falling away. Hence Paul wrote to 
the Thessalonians, 2nd epistle, ch. 2nd, “ Let no 
man deceive you by any means, for that day shall 
not come, except there come a falling away first, 
and that man of sin oe revealed, the son of perdi¬ 
tion, who opposeth and exulteth himself above all 
that is called God, or that is worshiped; so that 
he as God silteth in the temple q/* God , showing 
himself that he is God.” In this scripture the 
Apostle clearly recognizes the existence of that 
temple; else how could there be a falling away ! 

Surely that which did not exist, could not fall a- 
way. It is certain then, that that temple was in 
being at the time this epistle was written; but it 
must be overthrown. This was accomplished 
soon after the apostles days, and the man of sin 
has beei

Several efforts 
have of late been made to establish a common 
interest in property; but thus far every commun¬ 
ity which has been established a sufficient length 
of time to test the matter fully, has proved a fail¬ 
ure. The simple cause of all these failures is 
the fact, that there was not a giving up of the 
works of the flesh, and sji entire crucifixion of it, 
as well as a giving up of selfish interest in prop^ 
erty. This is the secret of all these failures. And 
here I may soy with the utmest assurance, that 
no body of men whatever, con long enjoy a com¬ 
mon interest in temporal ofliiira, unless they fol¬ 
low this example of Jo»us Chri*t fully. This is 
the only true foundation, and he who builds on 
any other will havo the satisfaction of knowing 
in the end, that ho has been “earning wages to 
put into a bag with holes."

I will cite a tew testimonies from brother Paul; 
nod in hie language I answer, it is “ The body of 
sin”—“The body of the sins of the flesh”—“ The 
old man which is corrupt according to the deceit¬ 
ful lusts:” Korn. 6: 6; Col. 2: It; Eph.4:22. It 
looks very much as though it would require an 
experienced hair splitter to define the difference 
between “ the man of sin,” and “ the body of sin.” 
But it may bo asked, did not the body of sin exist 
in, and oven before Paul's day; and how theu was 
it to be revealed afterward ! Let it be observed 
that to reeeet a thing, is not the creation of that 
thing. An object may be brought into being, 
and remain in a comparative state of obscurity 
for a long time, and then by some fortuitous cir- 
cnmstance be exposed and brought to light. Any 
individual mny call a sufficient number of circum¬ 
stances to mind, clearly illustrating and estab¬ 
lishing this principle. 

’Tie true the man, or body of sin, had been in 
existence for ages when the Apostle wrote; but 
the time had not arrived for him to be revealed, 
or made manifest, or brought to l\ght, (for what¬ 
soever makes manifest is light.) Neither could 
be be aeon and understood in his true character 
without a large share of spiritual light, The 
abscence of this light from the earth, was the ob 
vious reason why he was not understood previous 
to the Apostles days. I do not wish to be under¬ 
stood by this, that there was no true spiritual 
ight previous to that time. There was a meas¬ 
ure, but the proportion was like the shadow com¬ 
pared with the substance. Neither did the apos- 
iea have the full light: the sun had not then 
arisen to shine with his full strength upon the 
benighted race of man. Their light however 
was more dear and full, than any that has ever 
shone upon the earth since man was driven from 
paradise, until we come down to the building of 
the second temple. In the blaxe of that light

Here we 
get an outline of what the law imposed on what 
was regarded as lawful, or honorable work. 
They were mortifying crosses: But they were 
mere types of something greater. Now what 
cau we find that will answer aa the substance to 
these shadows? Answer; “Christ is the end of 
the law for righteousness to every one that be- 
lieveth.” But can we get Christ without his 
cross? Nay verily: Like Paul we must be cruci¬ 
fied with him. Here it is then, those restrictions 
and crosses of the law which were laid upon the 
propensities and lueta of men, prefigured the en¬ 
tire crucifixion of them in succeeding dispen¬ 
sations. 

To say that circumcision was a type of infant 
sprinkling, or even water baptism in any form, as 
some of the inhabitants of mystic Babylon do, is 
sheer nousence. This is making the shadow of 
vastly greater consequence, than your substance. 
This is merely one of those subterfuges which 
have been got up to evade the cross. But it will 
not answer the purpose; for the hail will now 
sweep away every refuge of lies. 

Iu the previous part of this article we have 
seen what the example of Jesus Christ was, rela 


on,” till the dross and tia art all purely purged 
away, (Of course such art excepted who “can't 
stand the fire:” Such will not long remain in 
the furnace, in Jerusalem;) till they ere brought 
to live the same self denying life which Christ 
did: This gives them his perfect Imsge. 

That man of sin the “Lord shall consume with 
the spirit of his mouth, and destroy with the 
brightness of his coming.” But what is the 
brightness of his coming, and the spirit of his 
mouth? Evidently it is the flaming fire in which 
he is to be revealed, that is spoken of in chapter 
first of thst second epistle to the Thessaionians. 
And to ascertain what that is we have only to 
compare a few passages of scripture: see Isa. 10: 
17. “And the light of Israel shall bo tor afire, 
and his Holy One for a flame; and it shall burn 
and devour his thorns and his briers in one day.’ 
see also Zech. 12: 6, Obariiah 15-21. Also Isa. 
4: 4, assures us that the “Lord shall purge the 
blood of Jerusalem from the midst thereof by the 
spirit of judgment, and by the spirit of burning.” 
Here we evidently have the flaming fire, that fire 
which is in Zion, which will thoroughly purge 
the sons of Levi, and uttdfly destroy the man of 
sin from the temple of (iod. It is manifestly the 
same fire which Jesus declared he came to send 
on the earth, “and what will I if it he already 
kindled?” Ajid the effect was, “from henceforth 
there shall be five in one hou>e divided, three 
against two, and two against three.*, see Luke 
12. 49-52. This fire was kindled at tne first ad- 


tive to the crucifixion ofall these propensities and i vent, but was nearly or quite extinguished by the 


lustt: Also we have seen that he required all who 
would be his diaciplcs, to take up their crosses 
and follow him daily; that is, live the same self 
denying life that he did. This was done by the 
primitive disciples; hence the erection of that first 
temple on the true foundation. But the falling 
away came, which was occasioned by their ceas¬ 
ing to bear the crosa which Jesus had borne. 
True, men still continued to wesr the name of 
Christ, while they did not bear aa much cross 


falling away already alluded to. But the second 
manifestation has kindled it up anew never more 
to be extinguished. Aud 1 will here say to all 
my old %dvent brethren, there is a furnace in Je 
rusalem large enough to hold you all, and a fire 
sufficiently hot to consume “the body of sin.” 
And I here extend an invitation to all such as 
have become sufficiently sick of sin, in its cause 
as well «a its effects, to abandon it forever; to 
come and share with us in this refining work 
As already cited from Isaiah, we find a spirit 
of judgment and burning, employed in this work:

For when we 
honestly "confess our tint, he ia faithful and just 
to forgive ua our tint, and to cleanse us from all 
unrighteousness.'* I John 1; 9, This is the eft*ect 
of taking this step, at evjry soul who hae been 
faithful in the work, can boldiy testify. And 
there is no other possible way in God’s plan of 
redemption, for souls to be freed from tin, and 
cleansed from all unrighteousness. 

Those who are unwilling to thus shew their 
deeds, and let their sins go bo fore to judgment, 
must satisfy themselves with having them follow 
after; for to judgment they must come. And if 
you will not freely open them, God himself will 
opsn them with the heavy hand of his jud/ments.

But says one, 1 have no sort of faith in this 
confession of sins; there is too much popery a bo it 
that for my liking. Ah! indeed, and will you in¬ 
form me what revelation God ever made to man, 
that did not find somebody ready to say, 1 have 
no tort offaitii in it* How much faith 1 ask had 
the scribes and pharisees, the doctors and law¬ 
yers, in the idea that Jesus Christ was the true 
Messiah! Just about as much as you have in the 
confession of sins. And now suppose you do not 
believe in this work, does your unbelief destroy 
the work of Godf Think ye that you can turn 
him from his purpose relative to this matter* 
Better, and far easier for you would it be, to 
to think of turning the descending waters of the 
stupendous cataract of Niagara, back upon the 
mighty torrent above. The merited reward of 
unbelief, as in the case of the poor Jews who put 
their Messiah to death, is the heavy judgment of 
God. 

But says the protestant, there is too much po¬ 
pery about it, 1 cauiiot endure it. Then you ad¬ 
mit l perceive that popery retains one portion of 
the bible which you discard! True they have 
connected abuses with it, and perverted it from 
Us original design; but all of these peveraions 
and abuses do not alter the fact that the practice 
was established in the primitive church. But 
this is only one part of the game; while the devil 
has s ijcic.led in attaching those abuses and cor¬ 
ruptions, to this important work, through the 
agency of the catholic church, and thus effectual¬ 
ly silenced tint mighty engine, which was fast 
working the destruction of hit kingdom: On the 
other hand he has changed the ramie of operetion 
and adapted a plan which answers his purpose 
quite as well with the protestant as the other 
does with the romanist. k 

lu the time of Luther these abuses bad become 
so flagrant and barefaced that another rupture 
occurred in the kingdom of the first beast, which 
resulted eventually in the rise of another beast 
having two horns like a lamb, see Rev. 13. As 
the corruptions and abuses which he had succee¬ 
ded in attaching to thia work among the papists, 
bad produced a reaction, and had already oom- 
tneneed a tremendous convulsion which looked 
towards a renunciation of papal abominations; he 
ancceeds without mueb difficulty in creating in 
tfcp uiinds of the seeedem an abhorrence and din- 
gut, not with ahonu merely; although he was 
qmitt willing to hern them fanlt the abuts, If be 


could induce them to reject the work of confes- 
sion which was so dangerous to hla kingdom. In 
this he succeed*, and completes his triumph. The 
protestants he induces to cover their sins, hence 
they cannot prosper; and at long as he can keep 
them m this way he is sure of them. The ro- 
mamsts ho prevails upon to retain their abuses 
and corruptions which effectually destroy its 
work foi good amongst them. And thus he rides 
them, protestints and roraamsta, booted and 
spurred; the one on the ten horned beast, and the 
other on the two horned, imago beast. 

Much more might be said relative to this work 
confession, but it would exceed the limits 
which I have prescribed for this article. 1 trust 
however that sufficient has been said to make it 
evident that the spirit of judgment, and the spirit 
of burning, is exhibited in the work of confession: 
And by the work of faithful confession, and forsa¬ 
king, the soul is cleansed from all unrighteous¬ 
ness. Th is work consumes the old man of sin, 
cleanses the temple or sanctuary, and prepares 
the most holy place or heart, for a depository of 
God s laws. And this brings us of course to the, 

Second Coming of Christ. 

In presenting this subject, I wish in the first 

p ace to confess, that during my eutira connexion 
with the nominal church, and also with the Ad¬ 
vent people, 1 never was able to obtain a correct 
understanding from their teachings, of the mode 
of God s existence, nor of his character, aa devel¬ 
oped in the plan of salvation; aud, consequently, 
uota correct idea relative to the manner of his 
manifestations to his people and to the world. 
The obvious reason for this is, that they do not 
possess that knowledge; and, therefore can not 
teach that of which themselves are ignorant. 

I have neither time nor space, had I the disposi¬ 
tion, to notice particularly the different erroneous 
views which are held by those to whom I have 
alluded. 1 wish no controversy with aoy person 
in relation to it. The great object ia to induce 
honest souls to seek a home in Zion where they 
can do the will of God fully, and then at a conse¬ 
quence they shall know the doctrin*.

As Jehovah does not exist in personal lorm according to 
ths gross ideas of Ibe natural mind, there was no personal 
lorui to be manifested. •• Wherefore when he coreeth into 
the world, he ssith, • body hut thou prepared are/' How 
obvious it is that God does not exist in person, but that 
this body was prepared for the Holy Ghost and t*.e power 
of the Highest which overshadowed the virgin, to manifest 
the male Spirit wi.ich exists in the Godhead. This was 
done in that body which wu prepared lor sn offering-the 
antitype of Ibe offerings under (he law. In this body the 
male spirit, as previously shown, went forth and arrow- 
plisbad the work of regeneration. Here the plan of salva- 
lion began to be developed, as it bad long been promised, 
and indicated by the types and shadows of former dispen¬ 
sations. But it wu only the beginning, and not the finish¬ 
ing of the work. That work coukl never be completed 
without a second mam Ion ton, and that second manifests- 
tion evidently could not be tne body which was prepared 
for an offering at the first advent; for that would give us uo 
further development of the Godhead, u all that could be 
developed in that body, according to the plan of redemp¬ 
tion, as then developed. Hence the Apostle declares 
that •• in him dwell all the fullness of the Godhead bodily." 

That second manifestation must develope the remaining 
part of the figure; for the man or male is not without the 
woman or female in the lard. Mother Wisdom must 
find her place at (he bead of the new creation, by travel¬ 
ling through the work of regeneration, ns well m our Fath- 
C.er the male, before (he ti.ure would be complete, ami 
the work perfected. When this should Le arc mu pushed, 
then the Godhead would be fully develop*d, as prefigured 
by the tikrne-s placed in the garden. This dev« lopuient 
is evidently alluded to by the prophet where he declares. 
“ Tbs Lord hath created a new thing in the earth, a wo¬ 
man shall compass a mao." Aud indeedtbe manifestation 
of the female character of the Godhead, in the per sou of a 
ch. sen iemale. os the malt character wu developed in the 
prepared body of Jesus Ch ist, would surety compass all 
the power aud wisdom of man. That development has 
betu mnde, and the woman (Mother Wisdom) is now com¬ 
passing all the learning and wisdom possessed by men. 
They will visit one of our “unwilled villages,” fShaker* 
of course,) and will admire and praise the love, tie union, 
the simplicity, the neatness, the order, the thrift, and the 
consequent happiness which every where meets them, and 
they go away leeling in their hearts that the like of this 
exists no where else on the wide earth. When they un¬ 
dertake the formation of communities, modeled by iheir 
own wisdom, they soon find themselves at tluir wits ends, 
and an explosion winds up the scene. They then wonder 
how it is, ti at the Shakers get along so well; and finally 
to console themselves they turn prophe U, and predict, 
(out of tntir own hearts ot Course,) that they will soon 
come in nought; for bow can it be say they, that such a set 
of deluded woman worshipers can exist!! They will not 
bet eve that a woman can compare a man! Aud what i* 
not a little singular, they charge us with denying our Fath¬ 
er, because w e acknowledge our Mother! Query: doe* a 
child discard Hs fether, when it acknow!edg« s that it al«o 
has a mother? That is logic few you indeed!! 

1 will here confess, that 1 believe the second manifesta¬ 
tion of Christ, the auoiuled of God—that manifestation 
which was to develope the female, a- the fi ret r.dvent d.d 
the male spirit and p vver of the Godhead—commenced its 
work in Ann L*e, a native of Manchester, FnglanJ, in the 
year seventeen hundred and seventy, i will here adduce 
an unanswerable argument in support of th is confession.

I with here to say a word to tho old Believers 
relative to the ending of the 2300 days, tod the 
cleansing of the sanctuary. You have doubtless 
observed tbe fact, that the contents of the Sacred 
Roll were revealed at the time of the great move¬ 
ment with us. The hand of God was in both. 
From such passages as the following I learn that 
there is to be a far more thorough, purifying work 
in Zion than ever before. *• And what 1 say unto 
my prophets, saith the Lord, I say unto all; 
watch. For Zion shall be tried as she nover be¬ 
fore was, since 1 caused the light of my last dis¬ 
pensation to shine within her walls. She is now 
encompassed with an innumerable multitude; 
many for good, and many for evil/’ Again “ A 
day of trial is at your doors, such as ye have nev¬ 
er before seen.” This is an extract from the 
u words of the second watch, from the prophet 
Isaiah,” through his Archer. These with other 
passages clearly show that from henceforth there 
is to be a cleansing and trying work, surpassing 
anything that has yet been experienced. This 
fact harmonizes with the termination of the 2:300 
dajrs in the recent movement. 

The coming of one like the son of min in the 
clouds, and the time of that coming arc given in 
the seventh, and not in the eighth of Dan. That 
tho papal power is symbolized by the little horn 
that had eyes like a man, and a inouth speaking 
great swelling words, has been most clearly es¬ 
tablished. The loss of his dominion with tho clo¬ 
sing of the 1200 days, just at the termination of 
the last century, has also been proved a thousand 
times. It is just as evident as that Napoleon 
Buonaparte ever commanded the French Armies. 
At the close of those days we read, ** But the 
judgment shall sit, and they shall take away his 
dominion, to consume and to destroy it unto the 
end.” Dan. 7:26. The end of the days is the 
time for the dominion to be taken away, and, has 
been clearly fulfilled. And will you observe that 
before the dominion is taken away, the judg¬ 
ment sits? But what judgment is it! Evidently 
tt is THE JUDGMENT that is named in Verse 
ftdf 10. In those verses it is introduced, and 
whenever it occurs after that, ths term, «the 
judgment” is invariably applied. This shows that 
but one judgment is spoken of in this chapter. 
Now observe the order: The judgment shall sit, 
and then comes the taking away of the dominion. 

That the dominion was taken away by Napo¬ 
leon Buonaparte, just at tbe close of the last cen¬ 
tury, is as clear as that the sun ever shone: And 
according to the prophet's testimony, it is equally 
as clear that the judgment sat previous to that 
occurrence. And where that judgment sat, the 
“ Ancient of days came to sit in that judgment ’ 
Also “ one like the son of man came with the 
clouds of heaven, aud came to the Ancient of 
dayr” “And there was given him dominion, and 
glory, and a kingdom, that all people,nations and 
languages, should serve him.” Here we find the 
coming of christ, the sitting of the judgment, and 
the establishment of the kingdom, are presented as 
occurring at the same time. Tbe Apoetle Paul al¬ 
so testifies the same thing, 2nd. Tim. 4: 1. He de¬ 
clares that “ the Lord Jesus Christ, shall judge the 
Quick and the dead at his appearing and his king¬ 
dom. f * Thus it is established that the occurrence 
of these events are simultaneous:—when one takes 
place, the others accompany it. Hence as it ii in 
evidence that the judgment sat previous to the ta¬ 
king away of the dominion of tho papal power 
which took place just at the close of the last centu¬ 
ry: It is also established that the coming of Christ 
and the setting up of tbe kingdom occurred at the 
same time. 

The setting up of the kingdom, and the com¬ 
mencing to build the second temple, denoto the 
same thing: And as I have already shown the har¬ 
mony between the building of that temple, and the 
establishment of tho United Society of Believers; 1 
need not dwell on this noint now. '(liere is where 
the stone was cat out of the mountain without bands 
IN the daft of the lot kings.

ments rolled in blood; but this shall be with burn¬ 
ing and fuel of fire. For unto us a child is born, 
unto us a son is given; and the government shall be 
upon his shoulder: and his name shall be called 
Wonderful, Counsellor, The mighty God, The ev¬ 
erlasting Father, Tbe Prince of Peace. Of the in- 
creute of his government and peace there ttiall be 
no end, upon the throne of David, and upon his 
kingdom, to order it, and to establish it with judg¬ 
ment and with justice from henceforth even for ev- 
er * The zeal of the Lord of hosts will perform 
this.” Isa. 9: 5-7. This testimony assures us that 
there will be no termination to this work: It is to 
be “ from henceforth even for over,” It is a dis¬ 
pensation of mercy combined with judgment, until 
those who will, may have life: Those who will not 
have it by following Christ in the regeneration, 
must drink the bitter cup of God's wrath. 

“ And when he was demanded of the Pharisees, 
when the kingdom of God should come, he answer¬ 
ed them and said “ The kingdom of God cometli not 
with observation, (Or margin outward shou>.) Nei¬ 
ther shall they say, Lo here! or Lo there! for be¬ 
hold, the kingdom of God is among you.” Luke 17: 
20, 21. There are two or three things in this 
scripture which are deserving of particular notice 
in this place: First, Jesus here teaches us that the 
kingdom of God would come without any outward 
show or observation whatever: Hence all those 
who look for it to come with outward show, will 
certainly be disappointed; unless they should be so 
fortunate as to have those words fail. In the next 
place, as it was to come without observation, would 
it be there amongst them and they not know it? 
This proves that there would be Pharisees upon the 
earth after the kingdom had come: Hence it is ob¬ 
vious that they were not all destroyed previously, 
in order to make room for it to be set up* Now as 
the kingdom was to be established, and the Phari¬ 
sees not know it, the fact th*t they are now igno¬ 
rant of its existence and presence, altho it is here 
in their midst, is a powerful evidence in its support. 
Again, as has been previously shown, tho coming 
o* Jesus Christ, and tbe setting up of the kingdom, 
are simultaneous events: And as himself declares 
that the kingdom should come without observation, 
I see no possible way of evading tho conclusion, that 
he too would come without observation. “Behold I 
come as a thief.” The adroit thief makes very lit¬ 
tle parade or show while engaged in his business. 

7, ne clouds which are fVequently spoken of, in, or 
with which he is to coaye, are evidently c\ou4a of 
saints, and not clouds of vapor. That men are 
sometimes spoken of as clouds, both the righteous 
*nd unrighteous,, is evident from the following 
scriptures! Heb. \2; 1; 2. Peter 2; \T t Jude 12; 
Rev. 1\: 12. Peter assures us, that the day star, 
which is evidently the same as the bright and morn¬ 
ing star of Rev. 2: 28, and 22: 16, was to arise in 
our hoarta. ThU i. unquestionably tbe second 
coming. N°w as the bright and morning star (Je¬ 
sus Christ) was to arise in the hearts of his people 
when toe day should dawn, and as these people are 


no more saved. The chief cause of this however 
was ihose erroneous views which I cherished in 
common with others relative to the manner of 
Christ's appearing—the length and character of the 
day of judgment &c. &e. That tho dispensation of 
tho first advent has closed I doubt not; and the dis¬ 
pensation of the fulness of times, or of the second 
coming, is now' ushering in. Those who obtain sal¬ 
vation from henceforth, must obtain it through the 
door named in Rev. 4th. 

In connexion with the setting of the throne, or 
establishment of the kingdom which is brought to 
view in tli&t chapter, there is seen an open door in 
heaven. The perfect state—The lost glorious dis¬ 
pensation is opened when this takes place, and the 
doors of all previous dispensations are now closed. 
All those indulgences and gratifications w hich were 
permitted on account of the hardness of heart, or 
from any other cause, can no longer be allowed— 
They cannot be taken through this door: Here is 
the “ Fountain opened to the house of David and to 
the inliabitants of Jerusalem for sin and for unclean¬ 
ness;” and no one can pass witluut a thorough 
cleansing,—The supper is prepared, and the invita¬ 
tion has gone forth to those who “ were bidden, 
Come; for all things are now ready.” And now' we 
see those who wish to cherislr their selfish separate 
interest, excusing themselves because they “have 
bought a piece of ground,” or “ five yoke of oxen:” 
And those who wish to gratify the flesh, “ I have 
married a wife, and therefore I cannot come.” 
Hence it is obvious that in this dispensation, after 
the marriage supper is prepared, there is buying 
and selling of lauds and oxen; also marrying and 
giving in marriage, as in the days of Noah: And 
it is also obvious that those who do this cannot have 
a share in that supper; they are foolish virgins, their 
lamps have gone out, and “the door was shut,” and 
they are left out yonder engaged in that work which 
belongs to tbe old dispensation. This w'ith many 
other passages clearly teach that a separate selfish 
property interest, the marriage relation, dtc. &c. 
do not belong to the kingdom of God: And that as 
long as mankind retain them, they cannot obtain a 
place in that kingdom,. 

At the tints ft yl the Angel, Rev. 10th. was 
swearing, with one foot upon the sea, and the other 
upon the earth through the advent people, “ that 
there should be time no longer,” the God of heaven 
began to “ roar from Zion, and utter his voice from 
Jerusalem,” in m a Holy, Sacred and Divine Roll and 
Book, to the inhabitants of earth.” Ho also requir¬ 
ed that the inhabitants of Zion should cease their 
public assemblages for the world, close their doors, 
and worship hun “ in a retired situation, humbly 
supplicating the n*e*cy of the Lord their God, both 
for themselves, and the rest of the inhabitants of the 
earth. This was compliod with, and consequently 
there were no public meetings for some three years. 
Those doors are now open however, and public 
meetings are again being hehi. 

Having introduced the “Sacred BolL” I will my 
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•omething relative to what it contain*; and also in 
reference to the source from whence it came. I 
tm aware that a large proportion of the professors 
of religion in those times, seem ready to rush into 
a fitot pious horror at the bare mention of a reve¬ 
lation from the living God! But do they believe 
themselves to be the Church of Christ, or at least 
that the Church of Christ exists among them! If 
•o, then why be so horrified at the idea of revela¬ 
tions and prophecies. 1 IXx's not the gift of prophecy 
belong to the Church, or body of Christ! Such is 
the Apostles testimony, 1 Cor. 12: 28. And if there 
were not a body of people somewhero on tlie face of 
the wide earth that hud this gift, it Would be good 
evidence that there was no Church of Christ on 
earth. Hence when I hear a body of professed 
Christians d scarduig all further revelation, I have 
sufficient cvidcnco to sliow that they do not belong 
to the body of Christ. But again, it would be trn” 
possible to fulfill the predictions of tho ancient 
prophet.-: did we not have revelations from God in 
the.-e last days! Witness Isa. 2; Micah4; Joel 2; 
Ilov. 10: 11; Hcb. 12: 22-25. 1lore arc prophe¬ 
cies and scriptures which evidently relate to the 
last days, to tho t«me when tho kingdom ar.d Zion 
of God are established upon the earth, to the time 
when every thing is being shaken that it is possible 
to move. 'Am God shakes. That work has com- 
• menced: and now, 44 see that vc refuse not him 
that spe-aketh." 

Again, it is proved by analogy. At the introduc¬ 
tion ot all former dispensations, God has manifes¬ 
ted himself in soma wav to those concerned in the 
work, and has g.vcn them laws for their regulation 
through that d.spensation.. Also there have been 
revelations at diderent periods during the continu¬ 
ance of those dispensations. And shall wo now 
Rippof° that he has changed so much as not to car- 
>7 out this principle, in this last dispensation to the 
fallen race of men! Surely not; he has yot thus for¬ 
gotten himself nor his creatures. A great work is 
vet to be performed upon the earth, and the prophet 
has declared, 44 Surety the I*rd Cod wilt do 

NOTHING, BIT HE REVEALETII HIS SECRET UNTO 
HIS SERVANTS THE PROPHETS.” Amos 3: 7. HlS 
prophets of course are in the Church, tho body of 
Christ, and his secret is with them, because they 
fear him. Of course there must be a revelation, or 
they could not know his secret. 

Having cs 4 nblishcd the fact that we are to expect 
revelations and prophecies, we are now prepared 
to approach the contents of the Sacred Roll. The 
intern'd evidence showing that it originated with 
God, is the same kind, as tint which shows him to 
be the author of the Bible. 

It has been published as an unanswerable argu¬ 
ment against tavllcrs, that such a full code of mor¬ 
als, such holy principles oflifc and action’ as are 
contained in the Bible, could not in the nature of 
things hare originated with wicked men. The 
only conclusion then is, that it originated with God. 
for to say that a good man or a body of good men 
wrote it, and gave it to tho world as comng from 
God, proves that man, or body of men, to be a set 
of arrant hypocrites, instead of good men, The 
same argument holds equally good in relation to 
the Roll. The same purity of life which was led by 
Jesus Christ, is thero required of all his followers: 
And nothing short of this will answer in this last 
dispensation. 

By the Roll, the marriage relation is clearly 
shown to belong to the order of nature , or the firrt 
Adam, and dot to the order of grace, or the second 
Adam. Hence no soul can be an inhabitant of Zi¬ 
on who docs not forsake wife and husband, and fol¬ 
low him in leading a life of virgin purity. And 
this is just what he himself assured us would be the 
case with those who attained to this state, or even 
those wlio wero accounted worthy to attain it; see 
Luke 20: 35. Here we find that the marriage rela¬ 
tion is from henceforth taken awoy from all those 
who are tho followers of Jesus Christ Under the 
dispensation of the first Advent it was perm tiled 
them to some extent. Sea Matt 10: 10-12, 1 Cor. 
7, & 1 Tim. 5: 11-15. But these ptrmiuiont have 
run out, and souls most come in through the door of 
the second advent, the door which John saw opened 
ia heaven, or not come in at all. They must now 
acknowledge a Mother in the new creation, as well 
as a Father. 

In this Roll, the law ha* also gone forth from Zi¬ 


on to the nations of the earth, defining the law of 
nature, and requiring them to yield obedience there¬ 
to, or be destroyed from the earth by the heavy 
judgments of God. Obedience to this law will re¬ 
store the nations to that state of innocence and 
peace which Adam enjoyed before lie fell. In that 
state marriage is honorable or lawful, and tho bed 
undefiled. But in order to keep the bed undefiled, 
there must be no lust or lustfel intercourse. Hence 
Jesus said, 41 That whosoever looketh on a woman 
to lust after her hath committed adultery with her 
already in his heart.” 

The law of nature must be followed which will 
load to cohabiting at proper times and seasons, for 
the sole purpose of multiplying and replenishing 
the earth. Oppression in all its forms war and 
blood shed, with its countless myriads of heart bro¬ 
ken widow’s and poor weeping orphans; licen¬ 
tiousness and debauchery, with all their horrid and 
ghastly train of victims, will no more be seen on 
the face of the earth. 

This is the state where “the sucking child shall 
play on the hole of the asp, and the weaned child 
shall put his hand on the cockatrice den.” Isa. 11. 
From this state of nature thero will come “boys 
and girls to play in the streets of Jerusalem;” and 
eventually these boys and girls will become “old 
men a idold women dwelling in the streets of Jeru¬ 
salem, and every man with his staff in his hand for 
very ago.” Zcch. 8. 

This is the only view which I have yet heard of, 
that will harmonize and fulfill all those predictions. 
The prophets plainly teach us that there will be 
both sucking and w eaned children in the millennial 
or new creation state; as they are identical, and 
neither can commence till Christ appears to estab¬ 
lish his kingdom. 

The views of tho so called church, places the 
coming of Christ, the judgment, fee. at the termi¬ 
nation of their millennium; which is a complete de¬ 
rangement of the plan of God. On the other liand 
the advent people, notwithstanding they have ad¬ 
vanced so far beyond the position of the old church 
as to connect the coming of Christ with the intro¬ 
duction, the setting up of the kingdom, &c. Still 
so natural and gross are their views relative to the 
manner in wluch events are to take place, that 
such predictions, as those just cited can never be 
fulfilled in their millennium; they will have no 
sucking children there; no old men there with their 
staff's in their hand’s for very age. It is obvious 
therefore that these view’s do not harmonize with 
the plan of God; hence those who cherish them arc 
doomed to a disappointment. 

But in tlie new earth, and the Jerusalem which 
God has commenced creating 44 a rejoicing, and her 
people a joy,” 14 there shall be no more thence an 
infant of days,” because her inhabitants lead tbc 
same virgin life of celibacy, which was led by Jesus 
Christ, the second Adam. But there will be na¬ 
tions “left round about” over which they shall rule 
as kings and priests, see Eze. 36: 36, Isa. 14:1, 2, 
Ch. 60 & 01. Rev. 2: 26, 27, Ch. 5: 10. These 
nations will return to the state of nature, the state 
that Adam was created in, and in that state propc- 
gate their offspring. This will give us the sucking 
child, tbc weaned child, and the boys and girls 
playing in the streets of Jerusalem: As there will 
be a continual passing from this state of nature, 
the old creation, into Zion, the work of the new 
creation: The old creation being the state that Ad¬ 
am was created in; and the new creation that state 
which the second Adam introduced. This gives a 
harmonious fulfilment of all that class of predic¬ 
tions, and plainly shows that, “ of the increase of 
his government and peace there shall bo no end.” 

The clear and full developemcnt of this plan in 
the Sacred Roll at the time that the advent move¬ 
ment was at its height, plainly show’s the close of 
one, and the introduction of another dispensation at 
that time. 

Before leaving this point, I wish to adduce one 
more evidence in Ha support. It is an evidence 
which no adventist can evade unless he reject the 
entire advent movement And even if he were to 
east it out of hie articles of faith, still there it 
stands as immovable as Gibralter’s rock. 


proved bv Josiah Litch in his Prophetic ExpoeiA 
tiona ana other writings, that it has been placed / 
beyond the reach of successful controversy. It is/ 
not my design to give his argument at this timets 
Those who wish to examine it for themselves, can / 
find it in the advent library. 

Aa the second woe had passed in eighteen hund¬ 
red and forty, and tho third was to follow quickly , 
there is no alternative but to place the desolating 
judgments with which the earth has since been vis¬ 
ited and under which her wicked inhabitants are 
now groaning, under the third woe, and Seventh 
'Angel or Trumpot. And O that the voice of merry 
may induce Josiah, and all others who have ever 
been moved by his unanswerable argument, to es¬ 
cape to Zion and find a refuge from the vials of 
wrath and judgments of a justly incensed God, 
which he has already commenced pouring upon the 
guilty nations. 

I am aware that you regard the recent judg¬ 
ments os indications that you are soon to be deliv¬ 
ered; and that the nations arc to be entirely swept 
from the earth. But in this arc you not pursuing 
the same course which was pursued by the infatua¬ 
ted Jews! They had been expecting their Messiah: 
He came, but not according to tlicir expectation ; 
he was therefore rejected and put to death by them. 
Time rolled on, and tho judgments of God began to 
visit them: Tlie Romans beseiged them close with¬ 
in their favorite City, where omen after omen was 
given as a warning of their approaching destruc¬ 
tion: But they, poor infatuated tilings, turned them 
all into assurances of certain deliverance; and un¬ 
der the influence of this infatuation they rushed on 
to their destruction. There was no way for them 
to obtain their anticipated deliverance, but for them 
to speedily repent of their wickedness. and ac¬ 
knowledge tho Messiah that they .had crucified. 

Tins case of the poor Jew s is very applicable to 
the advent people: Christ has come the second time 
without sin unto salvation; but not understanding it, 
you have rejected that coming hitherto; and like the 
Jews you have continued to look for him to come 
according to your own exalted ideas. Omens of 
approaching judgments have been given, and those 
judgments have already commenced their desola¬ 
ting work: But whflt has been and now is being 
witnessed, are but presages of something more fear¬ 
ful and terrible tnan has yet been seen. For, 
“Judgments shall roll and roll; yea, like the tide 
of the rolling deep; they shall ebb aud flow, flow 
and ebb,” until modern doctors, lawwere, scribes, 
and pharisees shall learn that there is a God in 
Leaven who will be obeyed. 

These omens and judgments which are “sent as 
scourges for amendment;” you suppose indicate 
your speedy deliverance, But deliverance can only 
be found by turning immediately fVom your pres¬ 
ent course of life, confessing your sins, and taking 
up a full cross against all that is evil. In this 
work you will find fell deliverance from tlie world 
and “all that is in the world, the lust of the flesh, 
and the lust of the eyes, and the pride of life.” 

These evidences plainly show that God has not 
only been employing the recent movement, to 
arouse the world to prepare for approaching events: 
But that it has closed the door pertaining to the dis¬ 
pensation of the first advent, and opened to us a 
new’ and far more glorious one. The harmony in 
point of chronology between the giving of the Roll, 
and the closing of the door among Believers agaiurt 
the world; und tho advent movement, is very import¬ 
ant. There is something more than mere chance 
in this w’ork. And while I deeply regret the errors 
which were connected with this point for want of 
moro and clearer light, I must still be allowed to 
confess that I believe “Mr door was 
The Dav < r Judgment 

next claim* our attention. A* already intimated the \iew* 
which I once li« Id on thi* point, w« re errooioua.

the world of the ungodly,” causing them to perish, end as¬ 
suring u that ’‘the hciteni and the earth, which are now, 
bj the tame ward are kept la store, reserved unto fire 
againat the daj of judgment and perdittou of ungodly nun," 
he says, “But beloved, be not ignorant of Mil one thing , 
that one day ta with the Lord at a ihouannd year*, ami a 
thouaand year* aa one day. Here we seem to be plainly 
taugnt, that thit day it at least a thousand yeara in iengtn. 
This testimony ia too clear to allow ol its being limited to 
a short space of time. 

Again Jesus Christ himself teac* es us, that the day of 
his coming, which ia the day of judgment, will occupy a 
yttrt'ed of time, and not a mere point. For, “IN THE 
l>AY when the Son of Man ia revealed,” they will marry 
wives, and lie given *n marriage, as in the days ol .Noah, and 
Lot. Sea Mat. 24; ami laike 17. This work requires 
•ome time for its accomplishment. This (act also teaches 
us. that there are more of t use outvot'd scenes of terror 
and destruction, which would accompany the dissolution 
of ti e literal heavens and earth by lire, as taught iu the 
creed of the I teralivt's. Who will lx lieve that there 
would be marrying, and giving in marriage, at taa same 
time that the the heavens were rolling together as a scroll, 
and the earth walling with intense luat!! Sut

gan of marvt-llousuess sufficiently large to believe this 
would be quite large enough to believe Shakerism! 

The Apostle Paul in speaking of this day, in the first 
chapter of his epistle to the Ephesians, calls it “the dis¬ 
pensation ol the fulness of times,” in which are to be gath¬ 
ered together iu one all things iu Christ, both which are 
in heaven, and which are on earth, even in him. Here a 
period of time is certainly given us, in which the greatest 
e work ever performed iu the deliverance of tuau, (except 
laying the foundation,) is to take place 

Here 1 must confess that it is my firm faith, that the 
great gathering dispensation which is brought to view in 
this passage, has commenced, and that the gathering there 
spoken ol has begun. Tbit gathering is identical with the 
gathering of the elect from the four winds of heaven; 
when one shall be taken and anolhei left. Already do 
husbat^and wives mourn apart; (Zecb. 12: 10-14; Rev. 
1:7;) and what i« trne of husbands and wives in this rase, 
is also true of the other ties of earthly kindred. So that 
the kindreds of the earth are beginning to mourn or wail 
becau-e of i«iru; for it is all caused by bearing the cross of 
Christ. A portion of this at least has already proved true 
iu my ow n case. 

Again this gathering is the same as when we are caught 
up to meet the Lord in the air, or as some read it. When 
we are allured away to meet the Lord in spirit. T»«is finds 
iu fulfilment in our being caught away from the dark work 
of gratifying the fleshly affections ami lusU, where we may 
meet the Lord in a pure, holy, spiritual atmosphere. This 
work commences when the soul ia awakened by the sev¬ 
enth. or judgment trumpet, to a true sense of Us lots from 
God, and seeks iu humility to find access to the narrow 
way—th <t high way which is cast up for the redeemed of 
the Loid, through the strait gate d» confession. Here he 
fiods the judgment seat, where to open his tius beforehand 
and Lt them go to judgment. 

But methioks 1 hear some one saying, it this Ihe iudg- 
nseut of Christ ! 1 thought that Jesus Christ was to Jude** 
the world himself. True he is, but let us see wbat way he 
is to do it. While it is true that he is to judge the world, 
it ia also true “that the saints shall judge the world." 
j\ow how is this? Jesus Christ judges the world, and the 
saints judge the world. Aye I see how it ia; Paul has al¬ 
ready shown us, that unless J. »us Christ was in us, w e 
were reprobates; and Jesus Christ himself has told us, "At 
that day ye skull know that J mm in my Pother, mod ye in 
me, AMD I « You." John 14: 20. Hence every saint has 
Jesus Christ dwelling in Him, which constitutes him a 
judge. That Jeans Christ judges the world in the saints, 
by nseans of H»e word which he has spoken. John 12: 43. 

On this point I might say much more’ but I will forbear, 
and leave by saving, that every high look, and every lofty 
imagination of the proud natural mind, will have to bend 
low before this “ confessional" judgment seat, w hich it so 
much despises, before sharing in the bl ight glories of the 
pure kingdom of God. 

The RkuLBRECTION 

now calls fur at least a passing notice. This is an impor¬ 
tant point, and one that is little understood. That there 
is a resurrection i- as obvious as that man ever fell. By 
looking at the foil we may be able to ascertain something 
relative to this point. It baa already been shown, that 
Adam did not foil into a literal grave, at the time the pen¬ 
alty of hit transgression was inflicted upon him. •* The 
minding of the desk is dent A—was tke dentk which he 
experienced, and the grove into which he fell. Bat the 
minding of the spirit is life.” Marg n of Rom. 8. 6. There 
is the death that man died, and there is the resurrection 
which he needs. The mission of Jesns Christ was to give 
life to the world; and br eating his flesh and drinking his 
blood we can obtain that life—Not by tke body's goii 
into the grave, and coming out spin. But how is lhi< 
For surely no one in Ihia day can eat Ihe literal fl»ah, and 
drink the literal blood of Jeans Christ! Answer we can 
only eat bis flesh, sod drink his blood by Iri iag tha same 
self denying, cross benriii| life which he lived. This 
makes us sharers in bis suffmnga—this is tke minding of 
tke Spirit, which makes os partakers of bis 
Christ in us; and by haring him in us we 
told Martha was “Me resurrection and /,

Horn” for Christ is "the resurrection and the hie.” And 
it i« erideal from his writings, that ha did not look for the 
resurrect iou of his material body. He could talk about 
the dissolution of this earthly house of oar tabernacle, hut 
not a word aboaf its being raised again. Oa the contrary, 
“ Thou sowtil not tl at body that shall bn." Ha was “will- 
mg rather to be absent from the body , ami lo be present 
with the Lord;” where bn coal cl m agle with “the spirits 
of just men made perfect.” All hough he possessed I he 
resurrection end (he lilt, still it is obvioas, that so long as 
l.e was “at home in the body," he was “abaent from the 
Lord.” lie could not enjoy that fullness of glory, which 
ha could without that “earthly housa.” That Raul had 
thus attained to the rssnmrtion, and also othars in the 
primitive church, is evidenced by his writings.particularly 
lo the Homans and Collossiaus. Them was oaa thing 
howtvar, which he had not attained, and that was his 
crown ol glory, or being glorfied together with Christ. 
He had Uie<i, and his lite had beta hid with Christ 
in God, ami thus ha must sleep ia Jesus, till the second 
manifestation should revaal the glory. Thin be could be 
born into the kingdom a glorified Son. Previously , he 
was but a son by adoption. Sea Rom. 8: 15; Gal. 4*. 5, 6. 
Rut say s oue.this begjns the msurrtciion at tha first advent, 
and 1 have supposed that it cid aot commence till the sec¬ 
ond coming. 1 rue it dues, and there is just where Jesus 
placed its commencement. See John 5: 24; “Verily, ver¬ 
ily, 1 say unto you, he that heareth my word, and btliev- 
eth on h m that seat me HATH everlasting life, and shall 
not coaie into condemnation, BUT IS PASSED FROM 
DEATH UNTO LDE. Verily, verily, I say unto you, 
the hour is coming, and NOW IS, when the Hoad shall 
hear the voice of the Son of God; and they tfiat hear shall 
live." This is so plain that it scarcely needs comment. 
The hour had already come, and already were thej btgiu- 
mng to pass from death unto life. But this was accom¬ 
plished without thtir passing through the grave. Tha 
way to accompl sh it was for them to hear hi» word, and 
believe on him that sent him. Is such teachiug marvellous 
in your eyes? “Marvel not at this, for the hour is coming 
iu the which all that are in their graves shall hear his 
voice, and shall come forth; they that have done rood, 
to the resurrection of life, and they that have done evil, 
unto the resurrection of damnation." This passage is sup¬ 
posed to teach a resurrection of bodies; but it this the case? 
Let us see. Is there any different means introduced in 
this passage to effect the resumation there named, from 
that named in the other passage? Certainly not! It is 
the same voice or ihe Son of God iu both cases: hence the 
resurrection is the same. It is the soul which dwells in 
“this earthly honse” that is awakened, and routes forth in 
both cnaas. The difference is simply this: in the first pas¬ 
sage, those were alluded to whose “earthly honse" l.ad 
not yet dissolved; and in the Utter case, those are spoken 
ot whove earthly house bad already been aid in the grave. 

I hey, not the house which t» ey once inhabited, *ould 
also come forth in the resurrection, and receive their re¬ 
ward. This implies that there is probation to soals in the 
resurrection state—the spirit world. That this is the case 
• s cleat ly provin by a passage in Hoses, wh ch has been 
much used by many adventists: ch. 6: 1-3. “Come, ami 
let cs return uno the Lord; for he hath torn, and I e will 
heal as; he hath smitten, and he will bind us up. After 
twro days will he nreive us; in the third day will he raise 
us up, and we shall litt in his sight." This evidently 
teaches the re-orrection—such has been the faith of the 
•^•tUta. Now mark partiruUrlv the next verse: 

lHLST shall we know, IF WE FOLLOW OX to 
know the Lard : his going forth is prepared as the morn¬ 
ing, ami he shall come unto us as the rain, as the Utter 
and former lain onto the earth." Here probat ou is as 
dearly taught, as in aay other passage in the Ribte; and 
so cxplsrk M the language employed, t» at it seems impos¬ 
sible to avoid the conclusion, that it follows the resurrec¬ 
tion. Then after being rais-d up, and made to live in his 
sight, “Men shill wa know, if wc follow on to kuow the 
I>>id.” Whit language can more plainly teach us con¬ 
ditions than this. Surely it is so |hm, that none need 
mistake it. O my brethren look at these things with un¬ 
prejudiced mil d» I beseech yon. Lay aside your precon¬ 
ceived views, and receive the truth as it ia iu Jesus. Fear 
not the consequences, although it should make Shakers of 
you. R< member there is bot one way. and Jesus said, “ 1 
aiu the way* the truth, and the life.” 

1 will here tigress a moment for the purpose of looking 
at the manner ut the coming of the Lord which is uamed 
in this passage: 'His going forth is prepared as the 
morning.-' As all are familiar with the manner of the 
morning's going forth, it needs no description here. But 
aa the light gradually pours in upon us, in the going forth 
ol the morning, so shall we know the l ord, if we follow 
on to know l.irn in bis going forth. This is the way “the 
lightning (or Hght) corneth out of the east, and shineth 
even unto ihe west;” and thus Jesus declared he would 
come “iu his day.” Luke 17: 24; M»t. 24: 27. 

Thera ia oae more passage t at I will briefly notice be- 
fore teavirg this subject. The fiftee nth of first Corinthians 
is considered by advuulists as w«l| as others, as the great 
bulwark of ihu resurrection. By them it is thought. V at 
this scripture poeitivley teaches the resurrection o7 the hi- 
eral body. This was once my faith. However I have 
found by an increase of light, and a more careful iuvestiga- 
l»°u. that it teacbea no such thing. “ But some man will 
my, flow are the dead raised up, and with what body do 
they comet Thou fool, that which thou lowest w not 



etp ** .Th* grain is sown, and buried-up iu the earth, afte 
which it dies, and germinates: for “except a com of wires 
fall into the ground, and die, it abideth alone; but if it die 
it brinreth forth much fruit.” John 12: 24. Its death isa 
gradual work, so also is its germination. This is Ihe Apot-

ut he that sows th to the Spirit, shall of the spirit reap 
life everlasting.” Gal. 6: 7, 8. In order to sow to the 
spirit, the “natural body " must be “crucified with Christ;” 
ti.is will cause the “corn of wheat to die,” ami then it cau 
be quickened, and bring forth much fruit. This, like tha 
&'«*» and germinating of Ihe grain, w a progressive work. 
Ibis work perfected, will give ns a body fadiioned like On¬ 
to his glorious body.” The “vile bodj,” is the same as the 
“natural body "—‘•the body of the sins of the flesh"—“th* 
body of sin,’ 4*c. Ac. 

Much more might be said, but I will leave for ti e pres¬ 
ent, and will draw this already lengthy confession to a 
close, by confessing tfiat I am exceeding glad, that I ha\t 
been gathered to the body—the Zion of God on earth, 
where 1 can mingle with the faithful, cross bearing chil¬ 
dren of our dear Heavenly Parents—where I ran go forib 
in the deuces of them that make merry.

We dread the terrible fires and 
scorching wrath of a tin avenging God away in 
thefulurcl—that tong , shoreless , fathomless Eter¬ 
nity! more than the scathings of a blighting Pes¬ 
tilence; a ragiug Epidemic, which blat-ts only the 
body, hut can not touch with its corrupting bond 
the never dying soul! Save us or we perish 
for ever. Europe cries out Bread! bread! 
Feed us out of your granaries. Let your land 
be the assylum for the wretched and the outcast; 
let the fires of liberty burn purer and brighter on 
your Western attars , till we , out of the ashes of 
feudal despotism , can re-kindte ours. 

While the Cholera is raging in Asia, and the 
famine is consuming Europe, we are not content 
to live unviaited by these scourges of the Al¬ 
mighty; we ore not content to be borne on tho 
full tide of national prosperity, with the blessings 
of civil and religioua freedom universally diffus¬ 
ed; but we must enter on a career of rapacity, 
enslaved by the lust of dominion, and maddened 
by the insane thirst for conquest; seized and pos¬ 
sessed by the phrenzied demon of slavery; wo 
must rush heedlessly on to erase from the map 
of nations a sitter nation s boundaries, and to set 
ourselves on the high road to ruin; to commence 
doing the suicidal act of quenching in the West¬ 
ern Hemisphere, the only vestal fire of liberty 
that glimmers on the earth. Let this be done; 
let the incarnate demon get the mastery over rs;

What is all this for ! By what spirit are we 
possessed!

Now we care not what may have been the de¬ 
ficiencies and wrong doings of Mexico; as Chris¬ 
tians, as followers of Christ, we insist that there 
!• ^ u f ond ru l® °f action for nations as well a8 for 
individuals: to forgive in their magnanimity their 
enemies’ crimes. God will judge us as individ¬ 
ual* and not as masse* in the day of account. As 
individual members of this great confederacy, in 
common with the Mexicans, we must answer in 
the Day of Judgment for all the iniquities of this 
war. We can not escape it; the responsibility is 
there; W can not be cast off. There is no utility 
in butchering men, in mangling their bodies; in 
hurrying them prematurely into the presence of a 
sin avenging God; in rending the hearts of moth¬ 
ers, and sisters, and brothers, and wives, and 
children, iu entailing on future generations all 

the vices and feculent corruptions of a war._ 

There is no miralily in it. There can be no 
Christianity in it. We have not yet been purged 
of the corruptions that were entailed upon us by 
the last war. When shall we be rid of the evils 
that will follow a war started by the lust of dom¬ 
inion, of territorial aggrandizement, of Slavery 
extension! Where are the followers of the 
Prince of Peace, the conservative power of this 
government; they who can wield its energies if 
they choose; why do they not cry out against this 
war, and all wars ! Such times and such per¬ 
iods, alone afford a rare privilege to become he¬ 
roic, to do a sublime deed, to contend for the 
right and humanity in opposition to the senti¬ 
ments of the miss. Somo have done it, their 
reward shall come; but they who set in obedience 
to the impulse of duty need no reward, nor desire 
to receive any, save that " peace above all earth¬ 
ly dignities, a still and quiet conscience/* 

Truly, the Almighty's judgments aro abroad; 
when Pestilence is sweeping, and Famine is 
withering, and War in its desolations is rioting 
on the face of the earth. Stay th* visitations 
or thy Plague, O God! We SkssacH thee

My influence among tny Brethren has been so

NORTHERN TOUR. 

Bro. Chart** Clapp aid myself, left borne forth* North* 
era part of lb* stale oa the 29th of April, by the way of 
Rail Road to Springfield, where we arived about 4 o clock 
P. M. tbeaca by stag* to Richmond a distance of 4* miles, 
by day break the aextRoruing—thence bT Rail Road to 
Sandusky City oa Lake Erie, a distance of abont 90 miles, 
arived at 4. P. M. and left at 6 o clock by Steam Boat 
down the Lake lor Cleveland, where we arived about two 
o clock on the following morning. We traveled in com¬ 
pany with the Ministry fromUnion Village, who were upon 
a visit to the East. Sister Arney Thomson also journeyed 
with us, on her w«y to visit her relatives. 

We spent th^abbath (May 2nd) at the Society of Be¬ 
lievers at NortlHJnion, I utiles from Cleveland. We had 
a season of refreshing in the mutual interchange of Christ- 
i in Love, and fellowship. This is indeed a loving warm¬ 
hearted people—a living branch of the true Vine. On the 
aAernoon of the same day, we went to Warrensville Cen¬ 
tre, a distance of two and a half miles, with a company of 
brethren and sisters, and held a meeting in the Disciples 
meeting house. As the notice was short, and the day 
somewhat stormy and disagreeable, the congregation was 
sosalI, yet they paid good attention to the wo*d spoken. 
During the discourse, u young member of the Disciples 
Church, wished me to read 1 Tim. 4:1-3. I told him I 
would do so with pleasure, and commenced “ Now the 
spirit speaketh expressly”—consequently whatever is said 
»e the language of the spirit, and can only be commended 
to tboae who can bear the spirit speak. 4 * That in the lat¬ 
ter times some shall depart from the faith.** So they must 
once have been in the faith, or they could not depart from 
it: and if they were in it, they walked as Christ walked, 
lor there is salvation in no other name “Giving heed to 
Seducing .pint, and dwctriae* of devils.** The otdueing. 
was to lead them away from the self denial and purity ol 
Christ and not to it. Hence the doctrines of devils, which 
is licentiousness, and every hate corruption. “Speaking 
lies in hypocrisy.** This has no application to such as 
aavar speak any lies at all. •• Having their conscience 
seared with a hot iroa.’* This refers to those who, just 
like devils, rover np every dark transaction, and never 
confess their sins, because their consciences are no long¬ 
er susceptible of its poluting impress. “Forbidding to 
marry and commanding to abstain from meats." This 
cannot refer to those who voluntarily abstain from mar¬ 
riage, in order that they may fellow Christ in the regen¬ 
eration, else Paal and even Christ himself, would be 
brought under censure, as liars, and listeners to sedneera 
and devils. Nor can it have any possible application to 
those who command nobody to abstain from meats, but 
upon the contrary are indnstnons, and lay ap instore, that 
they way feed the hungry, and never refase to give meat 
to all who ask. As to the manner ia which the above scrip¬ 
ture had found its fulfillment, we have no doubt; and we 
gave the yonng man such evidence as he did not attempt 
to gaiosar, that it had no application to the body of Be¬ 
lievers. * If others pith'to find out its troe application, let 
them do it in the way Christ I as ermrribed for finding out 
all doctrine. M If any man will do hit wjfl % he shall know 
of the doctrine,*' Ac. 

On Thursday (May 6.) our company resumed their jour¬ 
ney, nod on Friday evening we went, with a company of 
brethren aad sitters from North Union, to Cleveland, and 
held our first meeting in “Empire Hall.** tba largest 
place we could procure in the city. The excitement and 
anxiety to hear was great—full equal to that which used 
to attend the Adveot meetings in 1843 and 4. The ball 
was crowded, and a multitude gathered in the passage 
ways, and in the street, thst were nntble to gain admit- 
aiice. The congregntion listened not only with attention, 
I Hit apparent deep solemnity, to the sound of the Evetlast- 
ing gospel, proclaiming the “ hour of God's judgment" al¬ 
ready come. The following hymn was sung by the breth¬ 
ren and sisters, in most heavealy tones. God hssg eatly 
blessed North Union, with sweet mellodions songv. 
MfixufNiAL Day. 

“Let saint* rejoice and angels si^. 

The great Millennial day has come; 


Archangels shout the heavens ring, 

O far and near the tidings sound! 

Let seraphims now chant their praise, 

In holy songs of sweet delight; 

These are the promised happy dsrs—• 

Her* shines the glorious gospel light. 

Agnin break forth ye heralds bright, 

And spread the tidings far and near; 

Sbiae forth thoa blessed rospel light, 

Through this benighted land appear. 

O'er mountains high through valleys low, 

O let thy holy power display; 

Till all the earth shall feel and know, 

The Lord Jehovah rules the Day.'* 

The Adventists in Cleveland, generally treated us kind¬ 
ly, except • few of those who still hold to the literal views. 
Those few still hold their meetings iu the Tabernacle; 
and brother Robinson who has been preaching for them, 
preached his “farewell sermon," on the Sabbath after 
we arived. We solicited the privilege of holding our 
meetings in the Tabernscle, and offered to pay for the use 
of it: The most of the members, with a majority of the 
Truste« s, were willing, but some opposing, we gave it up, 
and accepted the use of the large brick meeting house 
of the Uni Venetians, on Prospect street, which was tender¬ 
ed to us gratis. One of these opposing Adventists who 
professes to be looking for Christ every day, had u long 
article in one of the daily papers while wa were there, up¬ 
on tba “ laternal trade of otir country." Another said he 
“ would rnth« r have the devil in the Tabernacle than the 
Shakers," so we gave him hit choice, and troubled them 
no more. 

Our next meeting was held ia the Uaiversalian meeting 
house, before imat'ioned, on Sunday evening (May 9th) at 
7 o clock. The house was ciowded, and the order and at¬ 
tention good. Some qnestiona were asked and answered, 
liberty having been extended to candid inquirers. It was 
not a hard matter to see the mountain mass of prejudice, 
wlijcl> has so unrighteously been accumulating against the 
people of God, for many years, giving way before the light 
of Gospel troth. We held two other meetings in the same 
place, on Tuesday and Wednesday evenings, (May Uth 
and 12th,) the crowds of people, and the spirit of inquiry 
still increasing. On Tuesday evening, while lecturing 
upon the subject of “Christ's Second Appearing and the! 
Resurrection," one man became over heated, aod very ob¬ 
stinate iu his enquiries—determined to have the Bible 
prove a resurrection for literal flesh and bones. His quer¬ 
ies were all answered with the “ Word of God," and in 
return I asked him, if Laiarus and the Widow's son were 
raised from the dead, the same as the saints were to be, 
at, or in, Christ’s Second Appearing? He said, “if the 
Word of God is troe they were." 1 then asked him why 
it was written, “ That Christ should suffer, and that he 
should be tbe/ref that should rise from the dead ?" Ac. 24: 
13. As he gave me no answer, except some murmuring 
reproach, charity fed me to suppose he had deferred it 
lor the purpose of reconsidering the subject. Not only 
Adveotists, but others in Cleveland, were hospitable and 
kind, so that we were unable to visit all the places where 
wa were invited. Notwithstanding the literal Adventist, 
who writer upon " internal trade," had been laboring to 
convince some, that it wonld be a violation of God's word, 
to receive us into their houses. “For whoso biddeth 
them God speed shall be partaker of their evil deeds.'* 
It being the chief part of our labor to break off from “evil 
deeds," and no longer to live upon talk, the cautions afore¬ 
said weighed but little. 

On Wednesday wa closed our labors in Cleveland, tho’ 
the interest was evidently on the increase, and tha bouse 
more crowded if possible than on previous evenings. Our 
thanks are especially due to onr friend Bradburn, and the 
members of tha Universalian church generally, for tender¬ 
ing to us tha as# of their commodious meeting house; also 
to the editors of the “ Herald" “ Plain Dealer," and 
“ Trot Democrat," for publishing our n« tices. The 
“ Herald" published a very caadid statement concerning 
Believers, and othar t intent manifested their kindness in 
various ways. All will pass veqr smoothly till the leaven 
begins to work, and some of their number begin to take 
np their croee:—When that takes place it will be no sur¬ 
prising thing if tha aspects of the mom I climate should 
chunga a few degraes. If a score of the prominent inhab¬ 
itants of Cleveland should decidedly practice and proclaim 
the doctrines of the cross, the city would soon be in an up- 
rour, lest there should be none left to obey the sacred 
command to the first Adam— 44 Multiply and replenish the 
earth:" While the youth of our land are falling in bottle, 


by hundreds, and the demon of intemperance destroying 
its thousands; and the famine and pestilence in Europe 
and Asia engulphing their millions,- no body is wmling in 
our streets lest there should be none left to “mufnply and 
rplenish the earth." The devil, (who ha* the power of 
death.) may take out of the Geotiles as tunny as be pleases, 
and no fears are expressed but what their places can be 
supplied; but when God takes " out of the Gentiles a peo¬ 
ple for his name," there can be no satisfactory replacing 
them. 

On Thursday evening (Msy 13th) we held u meeting in 
Ohio city, (on the oposite side of the Cuyahoga river from 
Cleveland.) in the Hall occupied by the Disciples as they 
are called. If they mean by their title, “Disciples of 
Christ," ought they not to show how many points in the 
example and instructions of Christ can be safely neglected, 
and the character of 44 disciple" maintained? Those of 
them that we saw, “Marry and are given in marriage," 
just like “the children of this world*'—they have their 
wives just as though they had them—buy just as though 
they possessed, and use this world just tike all the rest of 
its children. The Hall was crowded, whether from curi¬ 
osity or an anxiety to learn, eternity will determine. At 
the close of the discourse, a Bro. Me. Farlane. a professed 
Adventist, from Detroit, threw out some “ railing accusa¬ 
tions" saying, it was a disgrace for any man to preach such 
doctrine as I had been preaching in Cleveland for the past 
week. Another man, very respectfully rrquested certain 
texts to be read, from the writings of Paul, relative to the 
duties imposed upon Husbands and Wives, Parents and 
Children; showing that those relationships were sanctioned 
of God, because they were recognised in scripture. I read 
the texts, embracing the obligations of Bishop* to be “the 
husband of ona wife ’ Ac. And then proceeded to show 
the manner in which worldly relationships were treated 
by the apostles. The disciples of Christ were not to do 
violence to the Law by sundering its obligations, but like 
him were to fulfill the Law. Hence when the gospel 
found people bound in a series of relationships belonging 
to the order of the fret, ami not the tecood Adam, it 
pointed the way out of them, hy enjoining a faithful dis¬ 
charge of all the duties imposed under the Law, while 
they were to live the life of purity set forth in the exam¬ 
ple of Christ, and while they had wives, “be as though 
they had none." Paul could not contradict himself; and 
the highest and holiest reason he had given why a man 
should “ have his own wife" was “ to avoid fornication. 
(See 1 Cor. 7: 2.) not that he might the more c.’oaely fol¬ 
low Christ, and better glorify God: but HP avoid 
fornication , let every man have his own wife, and every 
woman her own husband." Now if Paul has enjoined it 
as s duty incumbent upon Bishop's to have “ one wife," 
this is the reason be has given; and if there is a Bishop 
here who will arise and say before this congregation, that 
he can not possibly “ avoid fornication" without his on* 
wife, we will most heartily join with Paul, and say, “let 
him have his one wife;' but remember after all, that Paul's 
instructions were, “fellow me as I follow Christ." A burst 
of laughter broke out at this moment from all parts of Ibe 
congregtion, which I did not so fully understand, till I 
was informed at the close of the meeting that my iaterrqg* 
•tor was a Bishop of the Disciples Church. 

On Friday evening, (May 14,) we held a meeting in tha 
Methodist meeting house at Donne's Corners, about 4£ 
miles east of Cleveland. The Congregation embraced 
not only the principal proportion of the population of that 
place, but a goodly number of Believers from North Union, 
•bout 3 miles distant Tha peopla were kind and listened 
with attention. At tha cloaa of the meeting, the Presbyte¬ 
rian preacher arose and requested permission to speak. 
He then proceeded to say that he had used his influence ia 
favor of having this meeting held here, in order that tha 
curiosity of the people urght be gratified, and that they 
might be saved from deeecrating the Sabbath, by stayiag 
away from the Shaker mealing tu be beld at North Union 
on that day. -He pronounced-the lecture “an infidel dis¬ 
course" became it was attempted to show that all tha re¬ 
forms. abroad in ths world , had ooly distracted and divided 
society, in the room of improving their moral condition. 
Look, said be, at the numerous revivals—at the school* aad 
colleges for religious and moral training of tha youth—at 
the missionary effort*—the conversion of the Sandwich* 
Danders, Ac. and has there been no good done? add he; 
and t 'Os closed Ids remark*, after recommending hie peo¬ 
ple to persevere in the good old way. I cited him to mm** 
of the fallen reformers, claiming that they could Bit con¬ 
vert people into any thing better than they were them- 
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Mires. This, he said, Was an infidel argument— denoun- i 
cing Christianity, because of apostates. I then pointed him | 
to the conditions of discipleship laid down bj Christ, and 
asked him where are should go among all the Schools, Col¬ 
leges, and Missionary operations of the age, to find these 
conditions com pi ted with) Had there been time, I pur¬ 
posed to have given a picture of the condition of some of 
the Mtaonarjr fields, perticalariy the Sandwich Islands. 
The Christianity, in those Islands has not saved the people 
from fighting to see who shall reign over them, and tacts 
will prove that the Missionary labors have only paved the 
way for the establishment of the Romish Church, whose 
adherents already outnumber by for, the subjects of protes- 
tant reform: These Roman Catholics, are not as well off 
as they were before Christianity, (as it is called,) wav intro¬ 
duced among them, (according to the doctrine of this pre¬ 
late.) Had the pure Gospel been introduced, and the life 
of Chmt held forth as their eiample, they could not so 
readily have been moved from the hope thus gained. 

On Sunday (May 16th) we held a public meeting at the 
Believers Meeting House at North Union, at 10J O'clock, 
A. M. The house was completely crowded at an early 
hour, so that there was no room for the Society; so we had 
to resort to the yard, where seats were hastily arranged for 
the accommodation of some, while others were seated upon 
the grass, and in their carriages along the public high way. 
The attention was good considering the crowd, which was 
large enough to have filled the Meeting house three or 
four times. Bro. Ashbet Kitchrll, formerly an Elder in 
this Society, but now residing at Union Village, was pre¬ 
sent and bore his faithful testimony at the close of ihe lec¬ 
ture. A number of our old acquaintances (15 or 16) in the 
Advent work, remained and attended meeting with us at 
the meeting house in the evening. Some of them were con¬ 
strained to acknowledge that this people do indeed 44 dwell 
in love,” amt therefore must dwell in God. Some of them 
have taken up their crosses—the gathering work has com¬ 
menced, anri the prospects are foir for its continuance. 

On Monday May 17th) we left for Akron, in company 
with Brother James Prescott, ami Sisters Parmelia. Torn , 
and Malinda Russell. We arrived on the afternoon of the 
same day. Bro. Charles and myself called on Bro. J. D. 
JPickamis. He was in a very poor state of health, and so 
was his wife. He received us rather coolly, and hot few 
wovds passed between us; but thou.h oor words were few. 
onr thoughts were undoubtedly many. How Ait run, I 
can not say; but mine ran somewhat as follows. Is it pos¬ 
sible that this is J. D. Pickands! from whose soul the 
slumbering thunders of eternal truth once broke fi rth with 
such strength and majesty, that the mightiest fabrics of cor¬ 
rupt theology tottered, and a world loving priesthood 
quailed before him! Is it possible that the man who now 
meets os with a forbidding frown, ami the cold expressions 
of** How d’e do Mr. Clapp—’do Jacobs,” is the tame one 
whose very countenance two years since, beamed with the 
light of heaven, and the fire of whose eye, hindled in honest 
hearts, the glad hopes of gospel trinmph ? Then the devil 
with all bis hosts raged against him in vain—now he glo¬ 
ries (in a letter to a friend) that the community— the world , 
do not receive the testimony which we bear. Then the 
churches in Akron dreaded the light which he bore, 
which brought their corruptions to view, and the chasten¬ 
ing rod of truth which God had put into his band: 
Now be cowcriagly sits in silence, and swallows these doses 
of corruption himself. Whence came this awful change! 
la the commencement of 1846, at the Cleveland conference, 
God brought him, with myself, up to the Judgment seat 
Ho fearlessly—with the faith of Abraham, laid his all upon 
the altar of sacrifice. He wrote a letter to his family, pre¬ 
senting the light God had given him relative to the rela¬ 
tionships of the subject* of his Kingd. ro. O what a search¬ 
ing hour was that! not only with him, but with many 
•then? And bow few of all that number have refused to 
take their gift again from the altar? The most of them 
have told os that God has given them back tbeir Isaac s 
again. If God had told us ia view of this great day of the 
*-Coming of the Son of Man,” to remember Abraham and 
Isaac, we fihould hare done diffeieotly; but when ne are 
commanded t o forsake all, and to ~ flee to the mountains,” 
ia view of the tribulations of that day. we are told to ** Re¬ 
member Lot's wife”—not Abraham and Isooc. But this 
flaming herald returned and took bis gift from the altar 
and there his testimony died with himself 

I saw and conversed with another Brother, who confes¬ 
sed his sins tt Whitewater, aad went to carry the word of 
Sa lva tion to Akron; but when ho got there he found s plan 
ofsnhmltoa quite popolnr, whereby a man could oonctify 


hi* lusts, in the room of crucifying them. He says the 
gathering of the saints is soon to take place, and others of 
the same company told us that then the work of regenera¬ 
tion, or the Resurrection, was to begin by a spiritual un on 
of the sexes, and by works of generation. Among other 
fulfilmeati of prophecy, the brother above mentioned, said 
that I was the Star spoken of in Revelation, which fell from 
heaven, 4c. I bore a short testimony before him relative 
to the power of Salvation which we had found—showing 
that he must fall from the same heaven we hrd fallen from, 
as he was altogether too high for God or good men to do 
him any good. There are a few others of the same class, 
who are perfectly infatuated in making ** provision for the 
flesh to fulfill the lusts thereof”—thinking it to be the work 
of God. 

We held two meetings in the universalian Meeting house, 
Tuesday and Wednesday evenings. The house was filled 
on both erenings and the congregation seemed to listen 
with candor. This being the place where Bro. Charles for¬ 
merly lived, his old acquu ntanres flocked around him— 
heartily pleased to see him. He bore a faithful testimony 
before them, and called them to witmss his former course 
of life among them—the call of God iuto the heart search¬ 
ing work in which he was now engaged, and the rich trea¬ 
sure of a justified conscience before God daily. It must 
produce its effect. 

We visited Bro. G. Purdy in Springfield, and were cor¬ 
dially received in his family; though none of them seem 
prepared as yet, for the work in which we are engaged. 
We returned to North Union on Thursday, by the way of 
Franklin Mills, and called on Harriet, (Chailev’s wife,) 
who received us kindly. She retains the kindest feelings 
for him, and toward Believers generally. We can but hope 
that she will soon be numbered with the Israel of God, who 
are chosen out of the world. We left Bro. Charles to vis¬ 
it with his family, and joined him again at North Union 
on the following Saturday. 

On Sunday (May 23d) **• held a meeting at the Disciples 
Meeting House at Warrensville Centre. According with 
a request from some of the members, l lectured upon the 
subject of the Second Ap|u aring of Christ, and the Ressur- 
reel ion, at 101 O clock, A. M. A report had been circula¬ 
ted that there was to In- a debate, in cons< quence of which, 
an immense concourse of spectators were assembled. The 
people were attentive. In the course of mv remarks npon 
the parentage of the New Creation, Bro. Collins, (th* ir | 
preacher) sai I ** a ill you tell us w ho Adam’s Mother was?” 

I told him I was glad he had asked the question, as it was 
very inqiortant; and ] would read him the Bnswer. So I 
read him Gen. 1:21: 5: 1, i. If he produced a true image, 
God was bis Mother, as well as his Father. 44 Go on” said 
he, •» I do not wish to interrupt you.” 

I remained and listened to his discourse in the afternoon. 
He took the view of the Resurrection which every natural 
man must; viz. that it is a Resurrection of the natural body, 
but made no attempt to show that the texts I had quoted 
were misapplied. I was sorry to hear him resort to so ma¬ 
ny low, vulgar expressions; and his own congregation also 
appeared to be mortified at least I thought if they were 
not they ought to lie. 

At the close of his remark*. 1 stated in few words, that 1 
had heard nothing calculated to present any new light upon 
Scripture testimony. We had heart! it over and over 
again; and there was nothing in such doctrine sufficiently 
salutary lo prompt th« ui to take up the cross of Christ, and 
**walk even as he walked.” I could see no difference 
between them and the world—they bought just as though 
they possessed, and had their wives and children just as 
though they had them—just like the world—they looked 
like them, acted like them, and the world loved them— 
hence I most conclude that they were of the world. It was 
useless to plead in extenuation of their course as Bro. Col¬ 
lins had done, that Paul said •• husbands love your wives.” 
In this we all agree; but while Paul said 44 Art thou bound 
unto a wife? Seek not to be loosed,” he also said, “art 
thou loosed from a wife? nek not a wife,” Here is his po¬ 
sitive commend not to seek a wife, after being called into 
the gospel work. In tha second verse follow ing he seys, 
** they that have wives be as though they hat I hone.” The 
meeting was dismissed without further remarks. 

On Tuesday (Msy 25) we took leave o r our kind Gospel 
relat'ons st North Union, and returned home on Thursday 
by the same route we weut. 

Sister Emily Seymour, who left us last fall, to attend 
upon the afflicted family of btr son. returned in our ab. 
sence; and Bro. and Sis. Goodale. from Akron, came a lit¬ 
tle before •• and hare gone to WaUrvliet. 


Letter from Bro. Kimball.

They all unite in declaring publicly their 
great joy, that they have found a people who love 
God, and one another, and hence they ask their 
former friends; as did the woman of Samaria 14 Is 
not this the Christ!” * 

It is true the encmied of the cross aro trying 
ever? means in their ptfwer to turn them back to 
the beggarly elem nts of the world, but those ele¬ 
ments, bless the Lord! “are melting with fer¬ 
vent heat.”

Letter from Bro. Booth. 

•I have recently visited North Union, and com¬ 
menced an acquaintance with the people who, by 
the world, are denominated Shakers. I had fell 
for more than a year previous, not only a desire, 
but what seems to me to have been an irresistable 
drawing to that place, in order that I might exam¬ 
ine for myself and not be entirely dependent upon 
the testimony of others. The short Vpace of two 
day* and three nights, however, did ucHfford *5? 
hcient tune for a full aud thorough investigation, 
but was sufficient for a commencement, and if the 
l»rd permits I intend to pursue the inquiry until I 
can anve to a satisfactory conclusion whether the 
appearance and reality perfectly correspond. I know 
that in order to do justice to them, and more eepe- 
cimlk to myself, 1 murtbfi divested of prejudices 
which I have heretofore indulged; for to view them 
yyy rther'Subject, through a false medium, will 
ne^ardy toed to afolse conclusion. Thesearch- 
desire, not only to 
believe, but to know the truth; and that it is my in¬ 
tention to follow it regardless of consequences. I 
wish to sit at his foet and learn of him, threugh 


w hatever channel be sees proper to communicate 
instruction. 

I have read the “Day-Star” from its commence¬ 
ment, and for a year past with peculiar interest, 
not because it perfectly accorded with my senti- 
ments, but because it commenced and maintain¬ 
ed a fearless opposition to the works of the flesh, 
attacking the enemy in his strongest hold, and 
bringing to the light his most secret abominations; 
revealing the man of sin-—that sin which is the pa¬ 
rent of a numerous brood, universally prevalent, & 
as hidden as the shades of midnight. Every person 
who participated in the spirit of the 10th day of the 
7th Month 44 can easily recollect its influence up¬ 
on his appetites and passions; that instead of infla¬ 
ming the passions and exciting a desire for sexual 
intercourse, its tendency was to counteract and 
deaden that propensity; and that ho could not in¬ 
dulge himself in it “with as little compunction of 
conscience as inhaling the fragrance of a nosegay.” 
I am sorry that Bro. Cook contends for the flesh, & 
gives his influence, both by precept and example, in 
favor of the arch enemy which the Lord has doomed 
to crucifixion, and without w hich there can be no 
salvation. Whatever may be the stale of his heart 
we must admit the correctness of the statement of 
Father M. in the “Herald” in relation to him; “his 
head is in the fog.” O how persons will shill and 
twist in order to evade the cross and save their 
lives, while God is bringing his people to the test, 
and separating the precious from the vile! It is en¬ 
tirely useless for a person who is on advocate for 
self-indulgence, ana who pleads in justification of 
the paactice, not only of looking upon a woman to 
lust after her, but the gratification of that lust, to 
labor to convince others who are bearing their 
cross in this respect, and who are striving to cru¬ 
cify the flesh with its affections and lusts, of their 
errors. Whatever errors they may have embraced 
conviction must proceed from some other quarter. 

I noticed in a late No. of the “Voice of Truth” 
a communication from a female w'ho professes to 
have been for many years a member of the Shaker 
Community. Her statements are very unfavorable 
both to their morals and religion. The editor seems 
to think they have the appearance of being true; & 
he calls upon all to furnish all the facts they can 
substantiate, relative to the corruptions of this peo¬ 
ple: But is this editor willing that his own charac¬ 
ter should be tested' by similar principles! Is he 
willing to sustain, in the estimation of the public, 
the character of a speculator of tho basest stamp— 
issuing a weekly periodical, in which he sounds a 
trumpet of alarm, to prepare the people for the com¬ 
ing of the Lord; which event he says he is looking 
for every day, and all this for the sake of sordid 
gain! Such a charge could be sustained, provided 
evidence like that which he desires to obtain against 
the Shakers is valid. He knows that a correspon¬ 
dent of the Day-Dawn, also the editor, who are fun¬ 
damentally one with him in faith, have preferred, or 
at least insinuated a charge of this nature against 
him* and it has passed through a second edition in 
which some mistakes in the first are corrected; still 
the main chaxge is reiterated afld the editor states 
that he is knowing to circumstances which go to 
substantiate it.

Ireland:— The latest Foreign orival says 
‘There appears to be no mitigation of the miseries 
of the Irish population. A correspondent of tlie 
London Morning Chronicle, writing from Dublin, 
says, There have been further tumultuary procee¬ 
dings, and processions of the peasantry in various 
parts of the country, and the military and police 
lave been in general requisition to keep the spirit 
of insubordination in check. The reports of the 
progress of pestilence, are quite disheartening, and 
notwithstanding all the imports of food, great des¬ 
titution still prevails, and the markets are advan¬ 
cing. Mortality is still very considerable. Accor¬ 
ding to some calculations, the population lias alrea¬ 
dy been diminished to the extent of nearly ONE 
MILLION, from deaths and emigration." 

A terrible state of tilings! It is stated, that now 
the pestilence is spreading—and is nearly as de¬ 
structive iu some parts of Ulster, as iu many of the 
western or southern districts. In the northern coun¬ 


try of Fermanagh the mortality is frightful. The 
Cork Examiner contains details of the ravages of 
pestilence in various parts of that extensive coun¬ 
try’. A letter to the N. y. Commercial, says, 

"In the streets of Cork, these wretclied beings 
crowd around you at every step, exhibiting them¬ 
selves and little ones like walking skeletons.” 

"On my way from Cork to Dublin, I saw more 
coffins borne to the houses of the dead than might 
be seen in New York in a year. They w ere plain 
shells, with a rope handle at each end, and carried 
by two men. Every town that I passed through 
presented evidence of suffering. In each town 
there is a large depot w here .the poor assemble to 
get their portion of4etirabout,’ which they carry' 
home on their heads in pails. Even horse-flesh has

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THE BEING OP GOD. 

The belief of the existence of God, of hi* char¬ 
acter, and the relation which tubaiat* between 
God and men, it the foundation and spring of all 
religion. The existence of God ia proved in the 
first place, by tfce consent of all nationa; and the 
argument ia corroborated by that conaent increas¬ 
ing and becoming more confirmed, aa any people 
become more enlightened in general and consis- 
tent knowledge;%o that it may be fairly conclud¬ 
ed, that none, in any enlightend land, deny the 
Being of God from real belief; but that those who 
do, only use such denial ns a pretext for giving 
latitude to their own desires, and not being sub¬ 
ject to the will of God, whose nature and ways 
they do not love, being lovers of pleasure more 
t'mi lovers of God. 

But that the belief of the Being of God obtains 
among the natious of the earth, is an indisputed 
fact. Now this belief was either taught by na¬ 
ture or revelation, these being the only two meth¬ 
ods of gaining * tch belief. If the first; that be¬ 
lief is either true, or nature is a false guide, and 
therefore no more to be trusted; accordingly the 
necessity of revelation becomes unavoidable, or 
man must be forever in uncertainty, and existing 
truth forever unknown, which is absurd. But if 
nature is true, teaching that God is, the point is 
prm-cd, and nature is an helper to revelation. 
But if the belief of the Bring of God he said to be 
through revelation from God, that saying ac¬ 
knowledges that God IS. 

Ami that God does exist, is farther proved by 
:lie existence of the things which are seen. For 
the ex istence of that which is seen, and other¬ 
wise directly meets the senses, is not denied, be¬ 
ing self-evident. But that which really exists, 
is either a necessary existence or produced by 
another. For it can not be both; because & cre¬ 
ated, or produced, necessary existence would be 
an absurdity, an imposibllity; for a necessary ex¬ 
istence includes the idea, or the attribute of in¬ 
dependence, aud therefore also of self-existence 
and self- government. But no Material or visi¬ 
ble being possesses these attributes. Again; a 
necessary existence is necessarily what it is, 
there being no previous or separate being, power 
or agency, to cause it to be this or that. It ia 
therefore necessarily unchangeable. But no vis¬ 
ible being possesses this attribute. A necessary 
existence is necessarily from everlasting and 
without any beginning, or initiation into exis¬ 
tence; for, to suppose a time when there was no 
existence, is to deny existence altogether, con¬ 
trary to self-evident and conscious fact; for no 
cause can produce an effect equal to itself, much 
less superior, and nonentity, or no cause, could 
never produce an effect to be the cause of all oth¬ 
er things. A necessary being is necessarily per¬ 
fect and infinite, there being no supposable ob¬ 
jection to the necessary or self existence of an 
infinitely perfect . being which will not equally 
militate against all necessary existence of the 
most limited character or attributes; and there 
is no superior or previous power to set bounds to 
a primary and necessary existence. But exist¬ 
ences are extant and evident to our senses, none 
of which, thus in the'reach of our senses or sub¬ 
ject to our Immediate contemplation, exhibit or 
possess the attributes of a necessary self ex igent 
being; they are therefor* all dependent on God, 
a necessary, aelf-existent, ifinitely perfect being, 
whose wisdom, power and other attributes ore 
displayed iu his works of cregtion, providence 
and graco. On this principle the existence of 
God is clearly proved to a demonstration. But 
further: 

What is here stated is not intended to contrrf* 
diet this troth, that revelation tnd the light of 
nature agree to support the belief of God’s exis- ; 
tencs. For as the belief, or knowledge of God's 
existence, was received by man in bis first ere- j 
ation, lie has never been able, through all the 
windings of his disobedience, to erase the impres-! 
sion from Ilia heart; however he tnay have cor¬ 
rupted or transformed it into vain nations; while 
in the mean time, the revelation of God has not 
been altogether wanting, which has still renewed 
the impression, and the light of nature and reae¬ 
on have borne witness to the fact, arguing from 
the work* of God in hie creation and providence. 


“ Because that which may be known of God, ie 
manifest in them: for God hath showed it to them. 
For the invisible things of him from the creation 
of the world, are clearly seen, being understood 
[contemplated] by the things which are made, 
even his eternal power and God-head,” that is, 
Deity. 

It is vanity to plead that the belief of God’s 
existence may be the fruit or workings of the 
imagination. For the imagination is the imag¬ 
ery, or power of forming on the mind the imagery 
of things which do exist; and though this im¬ 
agery may be transformed into a thousand cor¬ 
rupt and inconsistent shapes, it always proves 
the existence of the original, and the imagination 
can never extend so fur as to a nonentity or an¬ 
nihilation, there being no prototype. And if the 
mind infers the existence of God from the con¬ 
templation of things which ore seen to exist, 
that is a correct testimony of nature that God is. 
Thus false notions of God among mankind, 
though formed according to their corrupt inclin¬ 
ations, who have departed from the true God, 
prove the existence of the true God; and a false 
worship, or worship offered idols, proves the 
propriety of worship offered to the true God ac¬ 
cording to his own appointment, which has been 
the original instigation of that impious worship 
of idols, through the subversion and ignorance of 
the human mind. Thus the Isrealites, being 
taught of the true God to offer burnt offerings 
and sacrifices to him, and to praise him in the 
dance, as at the red sea, when they turned to 
their idol, and offered the same worship. But 
this iniquitous conduct was so far from condem¬ 
ning sacrifice! and dancing in the worship of 
God, that it really supported them both, and both 
alike. 

In like manner, before the true Christ did act¬ 
ually appear, the imagination could receive no 
impression of his character and works, for the 
want of an original, although much had been said 
in prophetic language by that Spirit who knew 
him, which is all made plain enough in the event 
of its accomplishment, and stands as an abiding 
monument of the existence of that spirit, whom 
we call God. But after Christ appeared there 
could be false christs in plenty; for the imagina¬ 
tion had then found an original. Thus all the 
incoherent and contradictory, corrupt and insuffi¬ 
cient schemes and professions of Christianity, 
conclusively nrgne the propriety of Christian 
worship and the truth of primitive Christianity. 
And the outcry of many to find the true and per¬ 
fect way, argues the propriety and originality 
of that faith which views Christianity os the 
true and perfect way of God, saving the people 
who have it from all sin and criminal imperfec¬ 
tion. — 

The common argument that nature produces 
all her works without the acknowledgment of 
any pre-existing cause or being besides, is very 
lame; too much so for any man who is compos 
mentis to depend on it, unless for the sakg^f 
warding off conviction and living after his ewn 
corrupt will. For in the first place, it lacks ac- 
kfiwledged data. There are no first principles 
to be stated which command the approbation x>f 
common sense. And without these no argument 
can fie supported; for it is vanity to undertake to 
convince a man of sense, unless the argument be 
grounded on principles which he either acknowl¬ 
edges, or can not deny without violating common 
sense, and sacrificing Me character •> a reason¬ 
able man. But there are no euch principles from 
whicMo argue, that nature, abstractedly from 
God, produces all the beings and works which 
we see, and with which we are daily conversant. 
It remains to be proved that God doth not exist 
before the above argument can be valid. 

On the contrary; it is abundantly evident that 
materia) nature can of herself produce nothing 
which has the appearance of actual operation or 
power. She it endued with a certain order of 
production, in each part, according to its own line 
or species; but turn her out of that particular line, 
and her operations become abortive, or ineffect¬ 
ual, which proves that all her operations proceed 
from a superior power. For there is no effect 
without a cause, the atheist himself being judge, 
and no effect can exceed the cauae, or even equal 
it. All the works of nature therefore dipeud on 


a power superior to man, her pre-eminent boast 
for intelligence, wisdom and art. 

“The great Creator has kindly established a 
witness of his unsearchable wisdom in every part 
of his works, in order to prevent our forgetting 
him, in the successful exercises of our reason.” 

That there are existences, some active and 
some inactive, is not to be denied; but these ex¬ 
istences, argue as much in favor of the existence 
ot God as a pre-existing cause, as of nature pro¬ 
ducing her own works independently of him; not 
to say much more, when we look at the order 
and harmony which exist among the works of 
creation, adapting every part, as far as we arc 
able to comprehend the whole, to the end for 
which it is created: and Christians can see and 
comprehend these subjects as truly and as per¬ 
fectly as the sons of independent nature. Here 
are an order and harmony, the cause of which 
none of these sons of independent nature can de¬ 
scribe or even discriminately nominate, without 
hrving recourse, directly or indirectly, to that 
being whom we call God. Morover, the undeni¬ 
able fucts of the fleeting state of all earthly ex¬ 
istences. both animate and inanimate, and not 
only of the fleeting and transient state, but also 
their uncertainty and subjection to a thousand 
incidental causes of destruction, none of the ani 
mal part being able to retain their present state 
of existence according to their own choice, and 
none having in themselves the power of continu¬ 
ance independently of choice, render the notion 
of self-existence, or necessary existence, or inde¬ 
pendence in them, too absurd and preposterous to 
obtain a place among men. For a necessary, 
self-existent being, not perfectly master of self- 
government and self-preservation, is as great an 
absurdity as an intelligent being not conscious of 
bis own existence. Neither is there any such 
being as is called nature independent of the 
creatures or productions, or separate from them, 
<o which these sons of nature can point, or show 
any traces, to prove its existence to men of reas¬ 
on. But their adorable nature is dependent for 
her existence on the fruit of her own womb; (if 
any such being be supposed;) w hich, therefore, 
most necessarily exist previously to her exist¬ 
ence, and be the creators of their own creator. 

But after all the objections of the atheist 
against the being of God as man’s Creator and 
Governor, they are ensily retorted on himself; 
for these visible evils, of which he complains, 
obtain in the world, and the proof can not be de¬ 
stroyed. “ The world,'' says he, 4 * is a necessary 
agent." If so, it is either intellectual and prov¬ 
ident, or it is not; if not, and it is the cause of all 
things, (according to his doctrine,) it has com¬ 
municated to man, and in some sort to other an¬ 
imals, that which it doth not itself possess, neith¬ 
er any thing equivalent: which 4* impossible; 
for the effect is always inferior to the cause. 
But if the material world be intelligent, or na¬ 
ture, or the universe, whichever is the necessary 
agent and cause of all things, the producer of 
man, it must be cruel indeed to have brought 
man into being to be perplexed and tormented as 
he is, duryag his existence, without the least 
prospect or intimation of a reparation in a better 
state; but though, ns the atheist says, the worst 
of men are commonly the arbiters of the world , 
and those whom fortune toads with her favors , 
and consequently the best of men the most ex¬ 
posed to common evils, yet there is no hope of 
having matters adjusted in another life. This 
is inexpressibly more tinres-onnble, cruel and un¬ 
righteous, than the betief of God and his works, 
who will bring all things to order, and give the 
upright man a life of endless felicity. In vain 
therefor* may the athiest cavil against tho Buf¬ 
ferings of Jesus Christ, whom God gave to be a 
leader and a guide to his people, (I do not say 
suffering to appease an angry God or satisfy of¬ 
fended justice ; this doctrine doth not belong to 
the gospel,) or of tho sufferings of hie apostles 
and other ministers, who were leaders of those 
whose sufferings are to eventuate in a greater 
good and better appreciated. If God suffers 
these things to be, they are not in vain. They 
work for us a far more exceeding and eternal 
"eight of glory . Christianity therefore le the 
most consistent and righteous, and atheism the 
most unreasonable and unjust. 
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“ The world” says the atheist “ is a necessary 
agent” And again: “ The universe is a cause, 
il is not an effect;—The world kas always been ; 
its existence is necessary it is its own cause.” The 
necessary existence of a first cause is unavoidably 
acknowledged by all; for, to suppose the first 
cause to be created or produced, would be to 
place a cause prior to the first, which is absurd. 
The necesary existence of any first cause or a- 
gent, being admitted, includes, with the same 
facility of mind and reason, the existence of in¬ 
finite power, wisdom, and every other perfection. 
For no reason can be given why a Being of in¬ 
finite power, wisdom and every other perfection, 
should not necessarilly exist, which would not 
equally, (not to say more so,) militate against 
the necessary existence of a being imperfect. 
The necessary existence therefore of God, infin¬ 
itely perfect, is admitted with as much facility 
and simple reason as the necessary existence of 
the universe, supposing it to be a self-existing 
agent. Thero is nothing therefore unreasonable 
in the bel ief that God i>, and that he it the rc- 
warderof them that diligently seek him . 

But the atheist, impatient of restraint, or the 
least subjection to God, insists that God, if he 
exists at all, is required to clear the way for man 
to be happy at once, and to prevent by absolute 
power every degree of pain or distress; thus im¬ 
plicitly, not explicitly, demanding that God ought 
to be subject to the will of his creatures in every 
punctilio; as if that would be reasonable ; or as if 
parents ought to be subject to the desires of chil¬ 
dren or minors, and use no more chastisement 
than the minors would love. Would they ever 
know the benefits of dutiful obedience 1 But 
men will nil learn in the event, that God is more 
wise, as well as more patient than they. 

But let the atheist tell, why his good, necessa¬ 
ry and self existing nature , the parent of tnen f 
hath produced men, and still propagates them, 
exposed to such miseries, when she has no power 
nor wisdom to consummate their happiness. For 
if lie insist that light will sometime break in on 
the people; her cruelty is inexcusable towards 
those who have heretofore perished out of exist¬ 
ence without any fault in them, and those who 
now exist in the same condition: and for ail 
these there is no hope. For it is poor consola¬ 
tion for my distress that sometime, perhaps a 
thousand or two years hence, some people will 
see better times, for a few days, and then sink 
into an unconscious chaos with all the rest. 
But the only possible apology for this conduct of 
the all-producing nature is, that she is absolute¬ 
ly incapable of the sensation of good or evil, hap¬ 
piness or misery, being unconscious, unintel¬ 
ligent and improvident; she is therefore not the 
parent, or producer, of man, who is intelligent, 
conscious and provident, having the sensation 
of good and ev*l, happiness and misery, both in 
himself and others, and therefore far superior to 
his boasted cause, nature. Thus the necessary 
existence of nature , as excluding the Being called 
God, is reasoned out of existence.

Dear Brother;— 

After an interlapse of four weeks I again vis¬ 
ited North Union, and resum* d my acquaintance 
with the peculiar people residing in that place. 
I am aware of the difficulties attending the in¬ 
vestigation of a supject of such importance, when 
the feeling and prejudices of the mind are so lia¬ 
ble to cloud the understanding, warp the judg¬ 
ment, and conduct the inquirer to a wrong and a 
false conclusion. I suspect that some of my Ad- 
, vent brethren who have visited the 8hakcrs os¬ 
tensibly for the purpose of examining their doc¬ 
trines and manner of life, had previously assum¬ 
ed the judgment seat and passed sentence of con¬ 
demnation. Such a course would disqualify 
them to act as jurors in a civil case; and any 
court would forthwith reject them at totally un¬ 
fit for that office. Whether they have acted in 
this ease, as they would have others to act in re- 
lation to them, is yet to be deeided at another 
tribunal. Any person assumes a fearful respon¬ 


se result of former associations—the mind is 
thereby prepared to soar above the pleasures of 
6elf gratification, and the soul elevated to a com¬ 
munion with God. Man is naturally a theoriz¬ 
ing litcralist, especially when it is attended with 
but little expense, and requires but little sacrifice. 
But when the flesh mortifying and soul subduing 
cross, presents its claims, and demands the selling 
of all , the forsaking all , following Christ in the 
regeneration , dec, it is very easy and conveni¬ 
ent by some spiritualizing process to change the 
signification of words so as to make buying and 
selling, retaining and forsaking, synonymous; or 
so modify their meaning os to destroy the efficacy 
of the cross, and render it altogether powerless. 
Though we may learn the theory of the .Shakers, 
at a distance from their society, our knowledge 
of them will be very imperfect until we have 
placed ourselves in their midst, observed their 
regularity and order, their hospitality to strang¬ 
ers. and the love they manifest the one towards 
the other, while their countenances wear the as¬ 
pect of contentment ond peace. Love and union 
is a theme prominent in all their conversation, 
whether in public or in private; and these cardin¬ 
al virtues seem to be cultivated in the heart, in 
which they take deep root, and influence tho 
practice to a greater degree than is witnessed 
elsewhere. The Shakers sny to inquirers, ‘‘Corns 
and see. Our houses, our beds, our tables are free. 
You shall have all the liberty to examine which 
you desire. \Ye have nothing hidden. We 6eek 
no concealment. We are perfectly willing, yet 
desirous, to have every thing that relates to our 
doctrine or practice brought to the light. We 
claim, however, the right of being tried by the 
scriptural rule, ‘ The tree is known by its fruit.” 
And who will venture to affirm that the proposi¬ 
tion is unfair; and, that the quality of the treo is 
to be determined by any of its parts except its 
frail.” In compliance with the invitation *'come 
and see” 1 have twice visited them, and design 


ly the thing I need to bring me to the position 
of a little Child, to prepare me to receive the 
Kingdom of God.

I nev¬ 
er could rightly distinguish the face of him who 
shared my captivity in the eternal twilight of our 
cell. The first year wc talked incessantly togeth¬ 
er! we related our past lives, our joys forever gone, 
over and over again. The next year we communi¬ 
cated to each other our thoughts and ideas on all 
subjects. The third year we had no ideas to com¬ 
municate; we were beginning to loose the power of 
reflection! Tho fourth, at the interval of a month 
or so, we would open our lips to ask each other f 
it were indeed possible that tho world went on as 
gay and bustling as when we formed a portion of 
mankind. The fifth, we were silent. The sixth, 
he was taken away; I never knew’ where, to execu¬ 
tion or to liberty; but I w as glad when he w as gone, 
even solitude was better than the dim vision of that 
pale vacant face. After that I was alooe, only one 
event broke in upon nine years vacancy. One dav, 
it must have been a year or two after my coinpanl 
ion left me, the dungeon door was opened, and a 
voice—whence proceeding I know not—uttered 
these >’ords: “By orders of his imuerial majesty, I 

intimate to you that vour wife died a year ago.-’_ 

Then the door was fbut and I heard no more; they 
M but *un» tki. grmt agony in upon me. tod 
left me alone with it again.”

If I take much pains to 
dress my family in fashionable style, devote my 
mind to have them noticed by their neighbors as to 
(Irett , and wliat is generally called appearances, I 
then worship my family and Fathion .—But if I 
love wliat is good and just, when I think of my house 
l nt once admit and acknowledge that it is a ;?ift 
from God, and I feel thankful to him, and as often 
as I think of him, I feel to adore and to worship him, 
in my thoughts. And, likewise, when I think of my 
wealth, I at once think of the giver of all good, and 
iny affections aro at his feet to worship. Also, if 1 
think of nw office, (if obtained justly, and is benefi¬ 
cial to me ami my family,) I feci to rejoice and be 
glad, and to praise the giver of all good and perfect 
gifts.—And so with anv blessing, I enjoy, I attribute, 
or should attribute to him in whom we breathe.

Pleasure offers a very smooth, delightful road in 
tho outset; she tempts the traveler with many fair 
promises, and wins thousands—but she takes with¬ 
out mercy, like an artful robber she allures till she 

K ber victim in her power, and then strips him of 
th and money, and tarns him off, miserable ob¬ 
ject into the worst and most rugged road of life.

He’s the very worst toll-gatherer on the road; for 
he not only gets from lus customers their money and 
health, but be robs them of their very brains.

This being the state of things, it becomes every 
one, in the outset, if he intends to make a comfort¬ 
able journey, to take care what kind of company he 
keeps in with. We are all apt to do a good deal as 
otir companions do—stop where they stop, and pay 
where they pay. Ten chances to one, then, but our 
choico in this particular, decides our fate. 

Having paid due regard to a prudent choice of 
companions, tho next important thing is, closely to 
obeervo how others manage; to mark the good or 
evil that io produced by every course of life—see 
how those who do well manage, and trace the cause 
of evil to its origin in conduct.

It it »oni€H hat astonishing indeed, that the Editor of the 
Morning S or — who has the above article in hia liat of Se¬ 
lection*—had not discovered and corrected an essential er¬ 
ror in it, seeing the worst of all the “toll gatcY'is left out 
of the catalogue. 

'* Intemperance” to be sure, is “a sturdy villain,” but 
he is a perfect child—•• dont understand the game at all” — 
in comparison with the one which we are about to suggest, 
and of which we have doubtless all heard: none we are 
more seriously urged to avoid, and none it more frequent¬ 
ly spoken of in holy writ. It is the gate that leads direct¬ 
ly to the great Bank, for the deposit and disbursrnent of 
all other tolls, and the one that holds out the strongest in¬ 
ducements of gain to its victims, and the one to which the 
great avalanche of the human family descend with the 
roost fearful rapidity.—All other toll gates are but mere 
finger boards to direct the traveler to this general depot.— 

The old, the young; the high, the low; the neb, the poor; 
the black, tha white—all grades, shades, colors and sexes 
unite in forming the universal cataract that hurries thither 
with furious impetuosity.—A thousand voices may cry 
" bold on"—the Angels of heaven may weep, k the trum¬ 
pet tongued messengers of the Almighty, may cry trout the 
vvults of heeven "hold on;” but no, no! ON, ON! ia the 
indignant about of the mass of mankind who, with the fury 
of the tempest, rush precipitately through this gate into 
the dark abodes of death. 

The entrance through this gate is the cause of general 
and particular evil: It caused rite destruction of the ante- 
deluvian world—of Sodoin—of tha males of the city of 
Shechem: It caused Judah to lose his staff—the death of 
Aiunon—the almost entire extinction of the tribe of Ben¬ 
jamin—of Samson's losing his strength and being takea by 
hia enemies, and now lies at the foundation of all evil in 
human society. Of those who go through this gate Solo¬ 
mon says, “AH such go as an ox to the slaughter, or as n 
fool to the correction of the stocks; till a dart strike thro* 
bit liver; and as a bird that haateaeth to the snare, and 
knowetb not that if is for his life: It h the way to hell go¬ 
ing down to the chambers of death. Prov. 7: 22-27. 

TVie gate is at the end of the " broad road ’—the keeper 
goes under various fictitious names, but his true name is 
LUST, and truly said the Apostle James, a “ man is tempt¬ 
ed when be is drawn away of his own lust and enticed, an 11 
Inst whea it has conceived bringeth forth sin, and sin when 
it is finished bringeth forth death." James 1:14,15. And, 
with the Savior, strait is tha gate and narrow is (Si* r.ay 
that leadeth to life, and few there be that And it; but broad 
is the gate that leadeth unto death, and many there be 
that go In thereat. 

Why not taka the narrow path of self-denial and so 
shun this and all other toll gales. There it nothing re¬ 
quired of a man on bie entrance info the nerrow way, only, 
all that hi hath together with hit lift, end this only in ex¬ 
change for a belter—Just disgorge the impurities of the 
heart, pot off tha old garment or old man with his deeds, 
and put on the new garment or Christ—let all old things 
paw away, and all things become new, and all of God.

COMMUNITIES. 

I A spirit is awakened in the land to a wide extent, to in¬ 
vestigate the subject of dwelling in communities, with a 
united interest Many experiments have been tried, which 
have resulted in almost as many failures. This is to be 
regn tied, for a multitude of evils would be avoided, and 
many rich blessings treasured, if mankind could consent 
to form a happy, peaceful brotherhood, living in the de¬ 
lightful exercise of love and good will toward each other. 
The desirableness of such a state of society has already 
become of sufficient importance to enlist a good degree of 
the wisdom and talent of our country. Wise men in order 
to secure success in the renewal of these efforts, will of 
course, closely search for the cause of past failures, to a- 
void the loss of their labor, and the mortification which 
has been the lot of others. 

Feeling a disposition to help forward every thing that 
approximates to truth, we will drop a few gentle hints for 
those who are seeking a better state o* societyami mak¬ 
ing some sacrifices in order lo obtain it. To live peaceably 

' in a com nunily, with no unkind feelings or words— in the 
exercise of mutual forbearance, is so far to imitate the so> 
ciety of Heaven: It is so far, praying in deal, (not in word 
only) •♦thy will be done in earth as it is done in Hesven ” 
It is a singular fact, according with the best experience, 
and the most dignified sentiments of revelation, that what¬ 
ever would produce ajar in heaven, will also conflict with 
the good order and quietude of a united interest on earth. 
The modern philanthropist in order to success, must dis¬ 
pense with the most prominent ingredient of human nature 
—vis: selfishness , for this is not suppo ed to exist in heav¬ 
en .The movers in t .is kind of reform admit, the absolute 
necessity of a more determined spirit of self-sacrifice. It 
is well that this is seen; for wheu one community after an¬ 
other has failed, and each succeeding one takes a step in 
advance of the past io the work of dispensing with self 
iskness, men may yet learn through this medium, that 
nothing short of the gospel work—the cross of Christ, w ill 
hold people together in lore. Tbe calculation fa probably 
considered a safe one, that while so much of Selfishness 
ns fa necessary to secure the object should be sacrificed, 
•till its mein features may be retained: This needs but lo 
be tested again, to add another to tbe thousand evidences 
of its erroniousness. While people hare not so serionvly 
considered the conditions of salvation laid dowu by the 
first begotten Son of God, (Lube 14: 26. J3; Mat. 10. 38* 
Ac.) but what My self, My wifk, My children, My house. 
My lend, Ac. are the all absorbing considerations, it will 
be impossible for him to remain in union with a general 
interest,'where all the members of society “ have the same 
care one for another. 1 Cor. 12: 25. 

If we were to say ell that we feel authorised by experi¬ 
ence, nod acknowledged revelation, to say on this sul ject, 
we should likely be considered egotistical: We will there- 
fore only say. let tbe most prominent work of the flesh— 
the mcM selfish of all work*—the drains for coition be - 
lasses the sexes, be not only restrained, but crucified, and 
one secret cause of pest failures will be brought to light: 
Never, till this fa done, will n feeling of selfishness give 
place lo the correct workings of a feeling of general in¬ 
terest. When this master passion of human nature can be 
conquered, all petty bickerings, personal animosities, and 
unholy ambition, can much more easily be overcome. Bat 
tho Philanthropist may say that this will thwart his main 
design. Hfa object is to present to the eyes of tbe world, 
a community, reared from their childhood with the noble 
feelings of eqoality and disinterested benevolence: The 
highest ambition of his soot, fa lo regenerate mankind :— 
Thou be must leave oflT generating them; for while he con¬ 
tinues in the gratification of the passion necessary to the 
accomplishment of such work, thmt will he n still higher 
, object of hfa soul. “If that’s your cross” sfya he “I cao 
bear it with cam:*’ Of this ho will judgt more correctly, 
after he has tried it awksle. 

It fa a plain cam to ns» that God d sai ga s to foster but 
ooc community under heaven, nod that fa hie Kingdom, 


embracing “all things in Chnst,*’ gathered in out. That 
the people of God era called upon to live in a Community 
with n united interest, needs but a cursory examination of 
stripturu to prove: But the “children of this world” can 
not do it; though they may try. 

A community that can live together in peace and pros¬ 
perity, must be constituted of those who have forsaken all 
for Christ, and are willing to acknowledge and glorify him 
in hfa saints: No others hare the promise of cither “an 
hundred fold now in this time, houses, lands," Ac or “eter¬ 
nal life in the world to come.” Such is choice society; & 
the eye of prophecy has foreseen that the mass of mankind 
on earth will never attaiu to it, but will be borne away 
with the overwhelming tide of the Judgments of the Al¬ 
mighty. 

In the failure of human schemes, we would most cordi¬ 
ally recommend to our friends, the Commuuitislt, the 
Cross of Christ, and an examination of the prophecies: 
Isa. 8: 9—22, and its parallels. 


From J. Evans’ History of Christian Sects. 

“The Shakers,” says one of their visitors, 
“ are, in their relgious notions, a compound of 
almost all the other sects. They are a kind of 
religious eclectics, with this commendable trait, 
that they are enemies to every sort of coercion in 
matters of religion. They have chosen what ap¬ 
peared to them to be good out of every denomin¬ 
ation. The Shaker unites with the Quakers in 
an intire submission to the spirit, and in the re¬ 
jection of Baptism and the Lord’s Supper—with 
the Calvinists and Methodists in laying great 
stress on conversion—with the Arminians in re¬ 
jecting election and reprobation, as well as the 
imputation of Adam’s guilt to his posterity—with 
the Unitarians in exploding a Trinity of three per¬ 
sons in one God, together with the satisfaction 
of Christ—-with the Romon Catholics in contend¬ 
ing for tho continuation of miracles in the church 
with the Sandemamans in practicing a sort of 
community of goods, and having no persons regu¬ 
larly educated for the ministry—with the follow¬ 
ers of Joanna Southcott , in believing that a worn 
an is the instrument to bring on the glory of the 
latter day—with the Moravians and Methodists 
in encouraging missionary undertakings—with 
the Swedenborgians in denying the ressorection 
of the body, and asserting that the day of judg¬ 
ment is past—with the Jumpers in‘ dancing and 
shouting during divine worship; and lastly, with 
the Universalisis in renouncing the eternity of 
hell torments. To all this, they have added a 
tenet hitherto unthought of by any body of Chris¬ 
tians. The Catholics indeed led the way in en¬ 
joining the celibacy of the clergy, and in the in¬ 
stitution of inonachism. It was left to the Shak¬ 
ers to eqjoin celibacy as one of their religious 
exactions.” 

As far as the history of the Shakers can estab¬ 
lish the fact it has certainly shown that, where 
property is held in community, and not individu¬ 
ally, the disposition to bestow it upon works of 
charity and benevolence to others is greatly in¬ 
creased. And that the property itself is better 
managed for accumulation and preservation, no 
one can doubt who has watched the progressive 
advancement which this society has made in the 
augmentation, as well as improvement, of its 
possessions, and in the neatnes, order, and per¬ 
fection by which every thing they do or make is 
characterized : this is so much the case, that over 
all the United States, the seeds, plants, fruits, 
grain, cattle, and manufartures furnished by any 
settlement of Shakers, bear a premium in the 
market above the ordinary price of similar arti 
cles from other establishments. There being no 
idteness among them, all are productive. There 
being no Intemperance among them, none are 
destructive. There being no misers among them, 
nothing is hoarded, or made to perish for want of 
use; so that while production and improvement 
are at their maximum, and waste and destruction 
at their minimum, the sociefy must go on in 
creasing the extent and value of its temporal 
possessions, and thus Increase its means of doing 
good, first within and then beyond its own circle.

Horace Greely, in his counsel lo the young, has 
the following, 

1* Avoid the common error of esteeming a col* 
lege education necessary to usefulness or emi¬ 
nence in life. 8uch an education may be desira¬ 
ble and bcnificiil—to many it doubtless is so. 

But Greek and Latin arc not real knowledge; 
they are only the means of acquiring such knowl¬ 
edge; there have been gre&t and wise, and sur¬ 
passing useful men,in aliases, vdio knew no lan¬ 
guage but their mother tongue. Besides, in our 
day, the treasures of ancientand contemporary 
foreign literature are brought homo to every muns 
door by translation, which embody the substance 
if they do not exhibit all the beauties of the ori¬ 
ginals. 

The stern, self respecting independence of your 
own soul is worth whole shelves of classics. All 
men cannot, need not be college bred—not even 
those who are born to instruct and improve their 
kind, ^ou can never be justly deemed ignorant 
or your acquirements contemptible it you embrace 
and fully improve tho opportunities which are 
fairly offered you. 

9. Avoid likewise the kindred and pernicious 
error that you must have a profession—must be 
a clergyman, lawyer,doctor, or something of the 
sort, in order to be influential, useful, respectable 
or, to state the cose in its best aspect, that you 
may lead an intellectual life. Nothing of the 
kind is necessary—very for from it. It your ten¬ 
dencies are intellectual—if you love knowledge, 
wisdom, virtue, for themselves; you will grow in 
thenr, whether you earn your bread by n profes¬ 
sion, a trade or by tilling the ground. Nay, it 
may be doubted whether the farmer or mechan¬ 
ic who devotes his leisure hours to intellectual 
pursuits, front a pure love of them, has not some 
advantages therein over a professional man. He 
cames to his book at evening with his hca . clear 
and his mental appetite sharpened by the man- 
uel labors, taxing lightly the spirit or brain: 
while the lawyer, who has been running over old 
dry books for precedents, the doctor, who has 
been racking his wits for a remedy adapted to 
some new dieease, or the divine who, immured 
in his closet, has been busy preparing his next 
sermon, may well approach the evening volume 
with senses jaded and appalled. 

3. Neither is an advantageous location essen¬ 
tial to the prosecution of ennobling studies, or to 
an intellectual life; on this point misapprehen¬ 
sion is very prevalent and very pernicious. A 
youth born in some rural or but thinly settled 
district, where the means of intellectual culture 
are apparently scanty, feels within him the spirit 
of inquiry, and craving to acquire and to know 
aspirations for an intellectual condition above 
the dead level around him. At once he jumps 
to the conclusion that a change of place is neces¬ 
sary to the satisfaction of his desires—that he 
must resort, if not to the university or the semi¬ 
nary, at least to the city or village. He fancies 
he must alter his whole manner oflife—that per- 
sistance in manuel labor is unsuited to, if not ad- 
solutely inconsistent with the aipirations awa¬ 
kened within him—that he must become, if not 
an author, a proflesboi , or follower of ecme call¬ 
ing unlike that of his fathers. 

Wrapped in this delusion, he betakes himself 
to the city’s dusky ways, where sooner orhucr 
the nature and extent of his mistako breaks upon 
him. • * • * *

sing a genuine energy and singleness of purpose, 
—the circumstances are nothing; tho man is all! 

We may be the slaves or toys of circumstance 
if we will; most men, perhaps, are so; and to 
these, all circumstances are alike evil—render¬ 
ed no, if not by rugged difficulty, then by soft 
temptation. But that man who truly nileth 
his own spirit—and inch there are even anion?

Let us die before we see ourselves degraded to 
slaves, in a strange land, deserted, or followed, 
perhaps, by some ancient father, some son, or a 
wife wboee lineaments are already changed, every 
where abhorred, our powera prostrated by the 
weight of indigence, sending forth cries and la¬ 
mentations without finding a single being to ex¬ 
tend to uaa hand of pity! Potosinos! for the slave 
there ie no consolation; hit respect and his glory 
are eclipsed for ever. 

These are the sole means of salvation. Let us 
all unite. Let us forget our domestic disagree¬ 
ments; and authorities, army, people, and priest¬ 
hood—all—all form a compact mass and resign 
ourselves to death rather than turn our backs to 
the enemy, or survive our misfortunes and dis¬ 
grace. Let us swear to God to die for his reli¬ 
gion, and to the country for its independence. 
Let us swear to the tender child, the delicate 
maiden, and decrepit age, that our blood shall run 
in torrents—that we shall have sunk into the 
grave before one of those proud vandals shall place 
a hand upon them. 

Potoxinoi! these are the words of your Clergy, 
ond we shall not fail to inculcate, in the villages 
and towns, and from the pulpits of the capital, 
these grand sentiments. In your hands is the re¬ 
ligion which your fathers have left you, the coun¬ 
try which heaven has awarded you, the honor of 
your daughters and your wives, the lives of your 
tender infants, and your whole future fate. If 
you wish it, you may enjoy them all. It depends 
on a heroic sacrifice. Make it! 

Two fates are left open for you: To be vile 
sloves, or independent catholics. Choose. If 
the former, bend the knee to the invader; if the 
latter, prepare for the combat.

Many controversies have been excited & maintain¬ 
ed amon* the professors of Christianity, concerning 
the doctrine of Christian perfection; and modern pro^ 
feseora of religion have most generally rejected the 
doctrine as unreasonable and nnscriptural. Hence 
nothing seems to excite contempt and opposition 
sooner than to talk of attaining to a state of perfec¬ 
tion in this life. This opposition evidently proceed* 
from two causes; first, a wrong conception of the 
true nature of perfection; and second, the impossi¬ 
bility of attainfcg to it while living in any know n 
sin, as has been fully proved by the general expe¬ 
rience of professed Christians. And indeed, if it 
be impossible to live without sin, as many suppose, 
thea surely it must be impossible to be perfect 

But those who profess to believe the Bible to be 
the word of God, ought to acknowledge the testimo¬ 
ny of Jesus Christ which is contained in tho Bible; 
for surely that can not be nntcripiural. “Be ye 
therefore perfect, even as your Father which is in 
Heaves is perfect (Matt. 5:48.) Would Christ re¬ 
quire any thing imposuble or usieesnnaMe of his 
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people? Certainly not. Then perfection must be 
attainable; for Christ does positively require it. 

The doctrine so frequently taught, and so exten¬ 
sively believed among mankind; “That no one can 
be perfect in this life,” originated in the dark kin¬ 
gdom of Antichrist, and is admirably calculated to 
ease the conscience, and encourage slothfulness & 
indifference in the duties of religion: for who will 
seek atter that which lie believes to be unattaina¬ 
ble? But a little attention to this subject will show 
the inconsistency of such a belief. 

1. God who is infinite in righteousness and good¬ 
ness, can never require impossibilities of uny of 
his creatures. If then, perfection were notatta n- 
able in this life, God never would require it. Yet 
he does require it. He required it of Abraham: 
“Walk before me and be thou perfect.” Gen. 17: 1. 
He required it of the Israelites under the law.: “Ye 
shall be holy; for I am holy.*’ Lev. 11: 44; 19: 1. 
Perfection is therefore attainable. 

ti. It has been attained. God declared Job to be 
“a perfectand upright man.” Job 1:8;2: 3. Noah 
was also declared to be “a just man, and perfect in 
his generations. * Gen. 6:9. The apostle Paul saith 
“We speak wisdom to them that are perfect .” And 
again; “Let a> many n*bc perfect,be thus minded.” 
1 Cor. & 6; Phil. 3: 1”>. lienee it is evident that 
there were those in his day, who were perfect, ac¬ 
cording to the work of that day. Perfection has 
therefore been attained in this life. 

3. Any thing may, with strict propriety, he call¬ 
ed perfect, which perfectly answers tl»e purpose for 
which it was designed. A circle may be called a 
perfect circle, when it is perfectly round; an apple 
may be called perfect , when it is perfectly sound, 
having no defect in it; and so of a thousand other 
things. A child who is perfectly obedient to all 
the requirements of its parents, is, in that respect, 
a truly perfect child: for w hat more can justly be 
required of it? Yet that same child, when grow n 
to ntanlmod, would be capable of doing much more 
than he could do in his childhood; and of course, 
more would be required of him. So when a man 
comes up to all tlic requirements of God, he then 
stands perfectly justified in the sight of God, and is 
in that sense, a perfect man , and walks before God 
with a perfect heart. Hence we may see that per¬ 
fection, in this sense, (which is all that can be re¬ 
quired,) instead of being unattainable, is perfectly 
easy. 

The idea which most people have of perfection, 
is a state in which there can be no increase for the 
better. This is a mistaken idea; such a state never 
will be attained, neither in time nor eternity: for 
the very life of all tilings which have life, whether 
vegetable, animal or spiritual, consists in an in¬ 
creasing growth of some kind or other. Stop that 
increase or growth in any thing, and its life will 
immediately begin to decay, and it must at length 
die. So it is w ith the soul of every true Christian; 
if the increase and growth of the soul in the knowl¬ 
edge and nature of Godliness, ceases, its spiritual 
life must begin to decrease and die. Therefore, 
tho’ a soul in the progress of faithful obedience to 
the increasing l ight and work of God, may become 
divested of all sinful desires and propensities; vet 
his life and happiness must and will consist in a fur¬ 
ther and progressive growth in the knowledge and 
nature of God, to the endless ages of eternity. And 
yet a soul who is perfectly obedient to the revealed 
will of God, is equally perfect before God, in every 
step of bis travel, according to his capacity and 
God’s requirement. 

Thus the real nature of perfection, when applied 
to a Christian life, consists in nothing more nor less 
than in doing what God requires of us, which is to 
improve all our faculties in doing good, according 
to the best of our understanding ana capacity: and 
in so doing every person who sincerely desires and 
rightly pursues it, may attain to perfection,

or general good would be profitable, therefore 
they have no love for any except their own sect or 
persuasion, consequently no love to their neighbor; 
and, if no love to our neighbor, we have no relig¬ 
ion; for our Lord says, what good we do to our 
brethren, wc do to hi.n. And lie says further, if 
ye love me love one another; and he says, he that 
loveth ine keepeth my precepts. 

Now*, inasmuch as some of our preachers have 
pledged themselves as a peace party, let us take the 
hint and lielp to produce the much desired end. 
And in order to effect an object, we must com¬ 
mence at the source whence all this war originates, 
yes, we must begin at the root of the tree, where all 
wars originate,* & if we can see the truth, we will 
find that religious warfare—one sect against ano¬ 
ther, or brother against brother, has caused, and is 
still the cause, of more jealousy, and hatred, and 
envy, and malice, and bigotry, than all other mis¬ 
fortunes we are suffering under.

Commendable Example of Queen Victoria. 

The general scarcity of food in England, Ire¬ 
land and Scotland, and the great advance in 
prices, have prompted all classes, from the Queen 
down to the humblest individual, to adopt an ex¬ 
traordinary system of economy in their families. 
The Queeo commenced this system last week, 
by announcing that every member of her house¬ 
hold—-which includes all the domestics and per¬ 
sonages at Buckingham Palace and the other 
Palaces—should be restricted to the daily use of 
one pound of bread. The nobility followed the 
Queen’s example. The dukes of Bedford, Nor¬ 
folk, Rutland, Grafton and Exeter, Lord Brough¬ 
am and other Lords, have published a letter on 
this subject si follows: 

“ We the undersigned, deeply impressed with 
the distress which prevails an ong a great num¬ 
ber of our fellow countrymen in Great Britain 
and Ireland, from the want of necessary subsist¬ 
ence, and observing that the prices of food are 
riaing, think it our duty to pledge ourselves to 
reduce in our families, as far as may be practic¬ 
able. the consumption of bread and flour; and we 
invite the co-operation of those who may concur 
with ue in onr estimate of the present emerg¬ 
ency.” 

The letter of the Queen on the same subject 
immediately canted much talk in commercial 
circlet The daily news of the 14th says: 

“ The announcement of the Court Circular of 
Her Majesty’i orders to use seconds bread only 
in the Royal Household, and to restrict the sup¬ 
ply of It to one pound per bead per diem, has 
made a considerable impression in the city, 
where it is looked upon, unfortunately, as an in¬ 


dication of the government’s being in possession 
of information tending to show a greater probable 
coming scarcity of breadstuff* than was ever ap¬ 
prehended previously.” 

Every person, including the Queen herself is 
now using an inferior quality of bread! The 
Morning Herald remarks that, when the Queen 
and her household use second-flour, and limit the 
consumption of that and every other necessary, 
the highest and lowest in the land will follow 
her bright and benevolent example.

Let no 
wantonness of youthful spirits, no conipliunee with 
the intemperate mirth ofothers, ever betray you into 
profane sallies. Besides the guilt which is thereby 
incurred, nothing gives a more odious appearance 
of petulance and presumption to youth, than the re¬ 
flection of treating religion with levity. Instead of 
being an evidence of superior understanding, it 
discovers a pert and shallow mind, which, vmn of 
the first smatterings of knowledge, presumes to 
make light of what the rest of mank ind revere. At 
the same time you are not to imagine that when ex? 
horted to be religious, you are called upon to be 
more formal and solemn in your manners than oth¬ 
ers of the same years, or to erect yourselves into su¬ 
percilious reprovers of those around. The spirit 
of true religion breathes gentleness & kindness. It 
is social, kind, fcheerful—far removed from the 
gloom and illiberal superstition which clouds the 
brow, sharpens the temper, dejects the spirit, and 
teaches men to fit themselves for another world, by 
neglecting the concerns o* this. I^»t your religion, 
on the contrary, connect preparation for 11 oven 
with an honorale discharge of the duties of active 
life. Of such religion, discover on every proper 
occasion that you are not ashamed; but avoid ma¬ 
king any unnecessary ostentation of it before the 
world. 

Tobacco Proscribed. —The Baptists and Pres¬ 
byterians are holding general conventions in Cin¬ 
cinnati, aud the citizens appear to he unwilling to 
extend the hand of hospitality to the delegates, un¬ 
less they give up their Tobacco. The Gazette says: 

Our theological friends, the delegates to the con¬ 
vention, seem to have brought their partiality lor 
Tobacco to a poor market. It is safd the proprietors 
of tho Second Presbyterian Church hesitated long 
before giving their consent, to its being used for a 
convention, not wishing tffhave it besmeared with 
Tobacco juice. A distinguished physician offered 
to entertain four of the Delegates at his house du¬ 
ring their stay, if that number could be found who 
did not use the filthy weed. The Rev. Mr. Ala- 
goon, in extending Professor Mitchel’s invitation 
to the Baptist Convention to visit tho Observatory, 
begged that the Delegates “would leave their To* 
bacco at the foot of the hill.”

“THE SHAKERS. 

Extract from Dr. Holley't Review if Prof. Sil- 
limanyt Journal. Wettern Review , vol. 3, p. ^03. 

“ The account of the Shakers near New Leb¬ 
anon in New York, is written, in the main, with 
a benevolent and an apologetics! spirit. We 
were however sorry to see the word ‘ blatj moue 
applied, by so intelligent a casuist as our author, 
even with the softening note of interrogat ion that 
accompanies it. The essence of blasphemy is in 
the intention, in the state ot the mind ; and Mr. 
Siiiiman can have no design to deny the reality 
of a sincere Sinker's piety when he is ringing 
his sacred songs. The writer does not appear 
to us to have read the large work, called Christ’s 
Second Appearing,’ or ‘Dunlavy’s Manifesto,* 
an octavo volume, when he says in reference to 
the Shakers, 4 They rarely publish any thing res¬ 
pecting their own principles and habits.’ They 
have, in fact, given very full statements of their 
principles, and have labored, like other believers, 
to fortify their creed, by numerous quotations 
from the Bible, and even by criticieims on the 
Hebrew and Greek original#. They do not dif¬ 
fer so much, as is supposed, from the other fol¬ 
lowers of Christ, when we go 'beyond their exo* 
terical faith, and enter fully into the eeoterieml. 
Their Christ is the redeeming, anointing, and 
consecrating operation of the spirit of God upon 
human nature, and is not limited to either sex, 
nor to any age or country. They believe that 
the Divine Being imparts this blessing, in great¬ 
er or less degrees, to all the truly religious ; abd 
they worship Christ, apparently with great sin¬ 
cerity and zjal, wherever they find ratisfactoy 
manifestations of the Divine Gift or Operation. 
They do not consider thc sex affecting this ques¬ 
tion, nor do they attempt or wish to justify any 
of the acknowledged errors or sins of Ann -Lee. 
While she was without the enointing grace of 
God, she was like other persons in the flash, and 
served the world in the same manner. Her 
mgrriage and her children only prove, that she 
was once the pto^9r\y of Antichrist, but after¬ 
wards she was turned to God, and received the 
first gift granted, during her life, to any individ 


ideas and distinctions, but to state them as an 
article of just : ce, towards the singular people to 
whom they relate. Mr. Siiiiman seems not to 
have been perfectly initiated into the esoteric of 
their faith.” ^ 

“ Another point in their creed, which it is 
somewhat interesting to know, is this, that New 
Lebanon in New-York is destined to be always 
the Metropolitan See, and its church the Vatican 
of Shakerism. The head or Pope, the individual 
or individuals having the First Gift on earth, en¬ 
joying the most intimate union with- God, and 
appointed to give infallible directions to the peo¬ 
ple of the true faith, must always reside at New- 
Lebanon. This person, when the Gift falls upon 
one, may be either male or female: when the 
Gift falls jointly and equally on two, as it may, 
and they are of different sexes, they are then the 
Father and Mother of believers. The common 
idea, that there is always an Elect Lady, who is 
the lawful successor of Ann Lee, is erroneous. 
It happens at this time that Lucy Wright of 
New Lebanon is the Elect Lady, or has, as it 
may be otherwise expressed, the FirslGift. But 
where the Gift is bestowed jointly and equally 
upon a male and a female, and the female should 
die first, the male woifld then be the Elect,, and 
the will of Christ would be made known, by way 
of eminence, through him. Christ may be called’ 
t/, as well as he , or the; and it depends on the 
circumstances of the particular application of the 
term, whether one of these pronouns, or another, 
shall be used. ‘When the reference is to Jesus, 
it is proper to use the pronoun he for Christ; 
when to Ann, the pronoun the; and when to the 
operation of the Holy Spirit, without including 
any individual person as the instrument, thc pro> 
noon it." 

“ We do not suppose it to be necessary for us 
as reviewers to go into further details upon this 
mystics) subject. We only wish to furnish a 
clue to carry such of our readers through this 
theological labyrinth as may desire to gratify 
their curiosity in so great an extent. No faith 
is more easily misunderstood and misrepresented 
than that of the Shakers. The metaphysical ex¬ 
planation of it ia so different from popular appre¬ 
hension, that great pains, and some talent in con¬ 
ducting a moral analysis, are necessary to do 
justice to this remarkable sect. We may be in 
an error in wbat we have said, but we have giv¬ 
en our impression# fairly, after having read their 
books, and talked much with their teachers.

And let me tell you, that supposing he 
were to manifest himself iu any wondrous man¬ 
ner, so as to compel us to exclaim, “ This is in¬ 
deed a marvelous interposition of God yet, let 
any such manifestation only become continna), 
and it will be no longer accounted marvellous ; 
yea, it will be well if it do not cease to be regard¬ 
ed even as Divine. The manna falls once or 
twice in the wilderness, and it is wondrous to 
the eyes of all, and the Lord God is praised. 
But if it falls every day, its coming is a matter 
of course; and men learn to contemplate it as a 
natural event,—they behold the manna, but not 
the hand that sends it.
